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EVACUEE PROBLEMS 


Tackling Religious and 
Social Difficulties 


‘CENTRAL COMMITTEE FORMED 


A Conference was convened by the Board of 
Deputies to discuss evacuation problems as affecting 
the Jewish Community, and was held at Woburn 
House on Sunday last. Mr. Neville Laski, K.C. 
(President of the Board), was in the Chair. |

Mr. Laski grouped the problems of Jewish evacuation 
into five main headings: (1) the provision of kasher meals 
for adults and children; (2) religious instruction for 
children; (3) religious facilities for adults; (4) social facili- 
ties for adults and children; and (5) adjustment of difficulties 
arising between evacuees and their hosts. 


Chief Rabbi's Early Committee 


Some time before the war, he said, a Committee was 
set up by the Chief Rabbi, the main purpose of which was 
to see that children were provided with religious instruc- 
tion and facilities for worship as far as possible, and also 
to consider plans for providing kasher meals for the 
evacuees. As far as the first object was concerned the 
arrangements made had led to satisfactory results under 
the control of what is known as the Joint Emergency Com- 
mittee for Religious Education. The provision of canteens 
was not making such rapid progress, but schemes had been 
successfully tried out in several places. 

The Committee, which now worked under the Chairman- 
chin of Rabbi Dr. I. Goodman, was faced with financial 
difficulties which it was hoped would soon be overcome. 

Reports from various reception centres had been received 
showing that there were many other difficulties that 
required to be dealt with in an organised fashion. There 
were still children who were isolated as individuals or 
groups and who found it hard to settle down under the 
new conditions and whose differences of a religious and 
other character had not been explained in the proper 
manner to their hosts. There were also the women who 
found time hanging heavily on their hands and for whom 
little provision had so far been made for the proper use of 
their time and the maintenance of their morale. 


Maintaining Good Relations 


The Board and the other organisations to whom these 
complaints had come had attempted to deal with them as 
they arose by sending persons to investigate the complaints 
and to see what could be done to remedy them. . 

There were problems which could not be dealt with in 
watertight compartments or through one organisation 


alone. Religious, youth, and women’s problems all 
their own organisations for their solution. Many 
er 


problems came within the sphere of what might be 
called public relations, that is to say, the sort of work 
Which consists of maintaining good relations between ‘he 
Jewish guests and their Christian hosts. In many cases 
they had fortunately the same individual, whether he was 
a teacher, Jewish helper, Jewish minister, or club manager, 
who could deal with all those matters. If no such person

FORCIBLE EXODUS 


Nazis Send Thousands to 
Lublin 


GHETTO-STATE OF 4,000,000 ? 


The determination of- the Nazis to concentrate the 
Jews from the German Reich, the Czech Protectorate, 
and possibly the whole of Poland in a special reserva- 
tion in the Lublin area seems apparent from reports 


received by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from many 


centres. 

it is reported that the Nazis plan to have Greater 
Germany cleared of Jews by November, 1940. - The 
ultimate population of the Pale, if all Polish Jews are 
included, will be between 3,000,000 and 4,000,000. 
Thousands of Poles have already been evicted to make 
room for them. 

‘A large convoy of Jews from Bohemia is already 
reported to be en route for Lublin, and two convoys 
have left Vienna. Thousands of Jews from different 
parts of Nazi Poland have already been sent to the Pale. 
On Saturday Jews residing in the Lithuanian frontier 
districts, chiefly in Suwalki and Sejny, were ordered to 
leave. Numbers of other Jews have been rounded up 
by the Nazis and are kept under detention pending their 
deportation to the Pale. 


Food for Only Three Days 


The first batch of Jews from various parts of Germany 
were given only 24 hours’ notice before leaving, and per- 
mitted to take only three days’ supply of food and as 
much clothing as they could carry with them. All the 
rest of their property is being sold through Jewish 
committees, which will then meet all expenses and settle 
debts for the emigrating Jews. 

The emigrating Jew, according to THe TIMEs, gives 
the key of his house to a Jewish committee, which then, 
together with the German authorities, empties the house, 
selling everything. In some cases women and children 
may be permitted to live in the house for six months, 
until the emigrated husband has found a new home. 

While the expulsions from Polish and Czech territories 
are organised with the aim of making room for the 
German population withdrawn from the Baltic countries 
with a minimum of expense, the Nazis. also seem to 
think that they will obtain a large amount of foreign 
exchange from Jews abroad to support the Jews in the 
Lublin Pale. | 

Work in the Fields 

The inhabitants of the new Jewish Reserve are to 
work in the fields or build houses in new territory which 
has now been evacuated by all the Polish inhabitants. 
Only physicians are permitted to work at. their own 
profession, while all others, teachers, scientists, and so 
on. are to do agricultural work. For the time being 
the German authorities will supervise the work of the 
new Jewish State, but it is intended that the Jews them- 
selves will later administer their own affairs. The 
supreme authority is always intended, however, to 
remain in German “ Aryan” hands. a 

A rigid military regime has already been established. 
The ScHLESISCHE ZEITUNG says the Nazis are using the 
“mailed fist” in the Lublin district “in order to get 
even with the Jews, who are still shamelessly arrogant.” 

Many of the Jews who have been leaving Warsaw are 
said to be making their way to Lublin, and 22,000 
Polish Jews are reported to have arrived already. From 
Vienna and the Czech town of Moravska-Ostrava, says 
one message, whole families were sent to Lublin, but 
from Katowice, in Poland, only male adults were sent, 
while women and children were left behind presumably 


because there are still not sufficient houses available in 


the new territory. 


MUFTI& THE WHITE PAPER 
Reported Acceptance 


The Prime Minister of Egypt has told the Press that 
he has received letters indicating that the Mufti has 
agreed to accept the White Paper. He added that - 
negotiations were now on foot for granting an amnesty 
to Palestinian Arabs in exile or in prison. . 

According to-reports in the Arabic Press, the Mufti 
will, after a brief stay in Baghdad, proceed to Saudi- 


Arabia, where he is expected to join the pilgrimage to 


Mecca. The duration of his proposed visit to Saudi- 
Arabia is unknown.

THE ABYSSINIAN SCHEME 


Italian Jewry’s Alarm 
M. GIELDEMEESTER GOES AHEAD 


Growing alarm is felt in Jewish circles in Rome at 
the possible repercussions of the propaganda carried on 
by M. Gieldemeester, the Dutch Jew, for his project of 
settling 30,000 “non-Aryan™ refugees south of Lake 
Tsana, in Abyssinia. 

While reports regarding the Italian Government's 
approval of the plan are premature, many Italian Jews 
express the fear that they may be made to suffer from 
its consequences; for should the idea fail to materialise 
because of foreign opposition, it is the Italian Jews who 
may be compelled to pay for any disappointments of 
the Italian Government; while if the plan succeeds, the 
Jews fear that Tsana settlement may become a Jewish 
oe similar to Hitler’s proposed Lublin Jewish 

ale. 

Although the official Italian news agency has denied 
that the Italian authorities have taken any action, it is 
believed that the Government intends to make the most 
of M. Gieldemeester’s proposals. 

Meanwhile M. Gieldemeester’s representatives 
announce plans for sending to Abyssinia a commission 
of 200 German, French, English, Italian, and American 
engineers to survey and generally prepare the colonisa- 
tion area. At the same time, they assert, a large group 
of labourers will be employed for immediate construc- 
tion of camps and the preparation of the soil. 

The representatives confirm that M. Gieldemeester has 
in his possession $50,000,000 from American, English, 
and French sources to faunch the scheme. 

He is also said to have stated that the settlement 
scheme is in full accord with the aims of the Inter- 
Governmental Refugee Committee and that he expects 
that the American Government will ultimately be its 
most important financial backer. ! 


M. GIDE PROTESTS AGAINST 
FRENCH CAMPS 
Lion Feuchtwanger Interned 


the famous Frencn author, André Gide, criticises the 
action of the French authorities in interning all German 
and Austrian refugees, irrespective of whether or not 
they are loyal to the Allied cause. : si 

In neutral countries and, above all, in Switzerland, 
astonishment is expressed at the treatment of refugees 
in France, M. Gide declares in an interview with the 
Nice paper, Le Perit Nicors.. England, he says, has 
shown her wisdom in interning only those refugees who 
are really suspect, and leaving the rest relatively free 
so as to enable them to serve as excellent propagandists 
in addition to performing their usual duties. 

M. Gide demands that the French authorities snould 
immediately release those whose loyalty has been 
recognised. “ The barracks in which they are kept,” he 
writes, “ may have been tolerable in good weather, but 
will prove entirely inadequate in winter.” 

A number of well-known intellectuals and anti- 
Fascists, including M. Lion Feuchtwanger, are among 
those interned. 

The Jewish refugees in French Morocco, who volun- 
teered to serve in the Army at the outbreak of war, are 
understood now to have been accepted. They are to 
receive their training at Casablanca. 


“‘UNDESIRABLES” IN ANTWERP 
An Attack on Foreign Jews 


[From our Correspondent—ANTWERP] 


An attack on \ undesirable aliens ” has been made by the 
Antwerp daily Le Marin. 

It says that there are thousands of foreign Jews illegally 
in this city, who live in misery and constitute a danger at 
the present time, although it admits that they have come 
here through no fault of their own. 

The paper makes a clear distinction between desirable and 


undesirable aliens; it denies that it is in any way inspired | 


by anti-Semitism and, in fact, pays a tribute to the Belgian 
Jews, but points out that it receives hundreds of letters 
on the question. | 

It should be remembered that in Antwerp,.where the 
Jewish commercial life is centred in a small district, foreign 
Jews and refugees are noticeable, which is the cause of 
irritation in certain quarters. 

The census of all foreigners residing in Belgium which 
was recently ordered by the Government is now being 
completed. | 


The Austrian Self-Aid Committee in England is getting 
into touch with all Consulates and shipping companies of 
importance to assist refugees in emigration questions. 


BIG DROP IN SOUTH AFRICAN 
IMMIGRATION 


Foreign Legion Formed 


A sharp drop in Jewish immigration to South Africa last 
ear is revealed in an official report on immigration issued 
the Office of Census and Statistics in Pretoria. 

The total number of Jewish male immigrants of all ages 
is given as 187 and females as 379, which represents an 
aggregate for the whole year of 566. The year before, the 
corresponding figure was 951, and in 1936, 3,323. Jewish 
immigration last year, therefore, fell to one-sixth of what 
it was two years ago. 

An extraordinary issue of the Government GAZETTE pro- 
vides for the establishment of a Foreign Legion in South 
Africa to enable those who are not legally citizens to help 
in the defence of the country. Hundreds of refugees have 
been volunteering to serve with the Colours, but it has 
been impossible under the Defence Act to use them. Many 
are veterans of the Great War and specialists in gunnery 
and other branches. 


LOYALTY IN KENYA 


Refugees in Kenya have offered the Governor their. 


services on the same basis as citizens of the colony. In 
a letter to the Governor they express their deepest grati- 
tude to the Government for permitting them to live at 
liberty after the degrading oppression they suffered under 
the Hitler regime, and declare their fervent wish actively 
to share in Britain’s struggle against the common enemy. 


PLIGHT OF POOR IN MILAN 


[From a Correspondent—MILAN] 


Immigrants in Milan who can prove to the police that 
they have enough money are being given permission to 
stay another four to six weeks. It is not everyone who has 
this luck, and those who are served with expulsion orders 
and fail to leave for another town are liable to arrest. If 
they come from Austria they are escorted to Tarvisio, and 
if from Germany to Brennero, both on the frontier. The 
German officer in charge at Tarvisio is refusing permission 
for Jews to cross the frontier. 

Each immigrant has been receiving ten lire (about half 
a crown).a week. In spite of a prohibition to-help the 
refugees, the Chief Rabbi has done his utmost to see that 
the poorest of them. are not without a little relief. 


LEAVING HOLLAND 


A number of Jewish refugees left Rotterdam recently 
in the Statendam for England, where they have been 
placed in the Richborough Camp. 

A large contingent from the Dutch camps left Rotterdam 
in the s.s. Batavia, bound for Chile via Spain. 

Five hundred left from Rotterdam for the United States 
in the s.s, Zaandam, 


-BRITAIN’S CIVIL DEFENCE 
Limited Enrotment Now Allowed 


Local authorities have been informed that they may 
now enrol aliens in the Civil Defence Services. 

A circular issued by the Ministry of Home Security 
lays down the following limitations: 

Germans and Austrians may be enrolled only if they have 
been before a tribunal and exempted from internment and 
from the special restrictions. 

In no case will aliens be eligible for enrolment in the 
Police War Reserve or Special Constabulary. . 

In considering the enrolment of aliens in their Civil 
Defence Service, local authorities should satisfy themselves 
that they are likely to command the confidence of the public 
with whom they would come in contact. It is assumed that 
generally enroiment would be for part-time service, and 
that only in exceptional cases would any question of whole- 
time paid service arise. 


MORE FACTS ABOUT THE TRIBUNALS | 
Small Number of Internees 


The following authoritative facts and figures concerning 
the working of the Aliens Tribunals provide an effective 
answer to criticisms which have been levelled against them 
in some quarters (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive). 

During the first three weeks of their existence they 
examined 6,150 refugees, and ordered only 21 to be 
interned. In the same period, 1,993 aliens who were not 
refugees were dealt with. Of this number 80 were interned. 

Of this total of 8,143, 6,046 were exempted from the 
special restrictions on enemy aliens. 

These figures provide ‘a glaring contrast to the way in 
which the matter has been dealt with in France, where 
aliens have. been indiscriminately interned without any 
attempt being made to make the best use of those who are 
refugees. | 7 

It is, of course, inevitable that there should be occasional 
discrepancies in the decisions made by different Tribunals 
in similar cases. This sometimes happens, too, in Police 
Courts. But 1 am assured on the best authority that 
every effort is being made to lay down some uniform 
standard all over the country. 

A meeting was recently held o* the members of the 
London Tribunals at the Home Office for the purpose of 
discussion among themselves, obtaining a comparison of 
standards on which they could work, and so on. 

It has not, however, been possible to have a meeting of 
all the Tribunais throughout the country. But so far as the 


‘same results can be achieved by communication, efforts 


have been made in that direction by means of circulars. 


THE AUSTRIAN CENTRE 
WORKSHOP 


How YOU Can Help 


MACHINES AND TOQLS NEEDED 


It is difficult. for us who live peacefully in England, con- 
cerned with our homes and our businesses, to realise the 
important part that the Austrian Centre plays in the life 
of the refugee (writes a JEwisH CHRONICLE representative). 


‘It is much more than a mere meeting-place; it is an 


expression of the refugees themselves, of their desire to hel 
themselves, and to remould themselves for life in this 
country. 

Sit in the café, or the reading room, or the library at 
the Centre and watch how hundreds of human beings flow 
in and out, seeming, as it were, to renew themselves in their 
coming together. “It is good,” one refugee put it, “ because 
we are not alone.” 

But it is not my purpose here to describe the rich assort- 
ment of life at the Centre. I am concerned at present with 
only one thing—the workroom. . 

“God helps those who help themselves,” I learned years 
ago; and practical expression has been given to that saying 


by the Austrian refugees. I have seen old and threadbare - 


suits in process of being remade as new; I have been told 
of women’s blouses being made out of men’s nightshirts: 
I have seen sturdy shoes made out of shoddy down-at-heel 
remnants. All these are common phenomena at the Austrian 
Centre, where daily from nothing something is made. 
What is the object of the workshop, which consists of 
shoe and clothes repair rooms? Let Mr. Leopold Baum, 
the director of the workshop, tell you. “It is, first, to 
enable us to retain our self-respect. The English people 


are very kind, but if we take too much charity it is not 


good for us. It is, secondly, because we have not the 
money to spare for such repairs. Here evetything is done 
by us for ourselves.” 

Anglo-Jewry can, however, be of the greatest assistance. 
A hundred and one different tools are needed. Refugees 
are going about without coats in these wintry days because 
of the lack not of hands to repair them but of sewing- 
machines to sew them. Water is entering the shoes of 
others because of the lack of leather, rubber, a spirit lamp, 
and a stretching-machine. When I asked for the tools that 
were needéd and a stretching-machine was mentioned, one 
of the workers said: “No, you can't ask for that, because 


they are made in Germany.” He was only silent when . 


he was told that they were made in England, ‘too. 

| saw a large room with nothing in it; and another 
crowded with refugees wanting clot repaired. “ They 
can all be supplied,” said Mr. Baum, “if we can fill up 
that empty room. We need machines, electric irons, hot- 


POLICE.REGULATIONS FOR 
GUEST HOUSES 
All Guests MUST Be Registered 


The Jewish Refugees Committee was recently concerned 
im a case in which a refugee of good character was fined 
twenty-five pounds, or two months’ imprisonment, at a 
London police court. The offence was failure to comply 
with certain regulations dealing with the taking of guests 
for payment. 

Every householder, British or alien, who keeps a guest 
house for profit, is required by law to keep a register of 
persons residing in the establishment. This register, which 
is in a form prepared by the police, must be completed by 
every person, British or alien, over sixteen years of age, 


residing in the house—even for one night—and paying for . 


his residence. 

It is. the householder’s duty to see that each visitor 
completes the particulars in the register in his, or her, own 
handwriting, and in the householder’s presence. The 
register must be available for police inspection at any 
time, and the police have power to enter at any time to 


inspect it. 


The householder must also have a supply of forms AR-E. 
They may. be obtained at His Majesty’s Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, W.C.2, or at Desk 6, Information Department, 
Bloomsbury House, Bloomsbury Street, W.C.1. The 
forms must be completed by the guests in their own hand- 
writing (in addition to the register), and must be kept, 
together with the register, for at least two years after the 
departure of the guests. | | 

Neglect to carry out these requirements, either by the 
householder or a guest, or the giving of false information 
is punishable by a fine of up to £100, or by imprisonment 
up to six months, with or without hard labour. 

Householders are also required to satisfy themselves that 
foreign guests are properly registered with the police, and 
that they have correctly reported their movements. 


MONEY DEPOSITED WITH THE

. The Jewish Refugee Committee is very anxious to 
reassure the many people who have written in asking for 
deposits to be returned. Every effort is being made to get 
this work cleared up with the utmost speed. It must be 
made clear, however, that delays are inevitable. It is not 
only that there are an enormous number of cases to be 
dealt with but also permission has to be obtained from 
the Bank of England to remit any moneys drawn. Further- 
more, funds deposited on behalf of those who may be 
described as “enemy aliens” can only be returned after 


- investigation by the Trustee of Enemy Alien Funds.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


An Invincible Weapon 


A prayerful world will be dwelling to-morrow on the 
twenty-first anniversary of the cessation of hostilities 
between the belligerents of the last Great War. How 
we rejoiced on that first Armistice morn and how sin- 
cere have been our prayers during the two impressive 
silenced moments of each subsequent year that never 
again should such a dreadful calamity befall mankind! 
Have our prayers been mocked in Heaven? 

This tantalising question prompts some reflections 
on the important rdle prayer has always played 
in the march of civilisation, and has still to play in 
‘the life of humanity if it is to be saved from extinction. 
Man has always prayed. When the Egyptian papyri 
were awakened from their centuries of buried sleep 
they were found to be replete with sublime incanta- 
tions; and when the countless baked clay tablets were 
unearthed by the inquisitive spade of the excavator at 
Tel el Amarna, their decipherment revealed many gems 
of prayer addressed to the Babylonian deity Morduk. 
The excellent volumes comprising that monumenial 
series of “ Sacred Books of the East ” also prove beyond 
a shadow of doubt what an invincible weapon prayer 
was also regarded as in the armouries of Persia, China, 
and India, Greece and Rome. And when we turn to 
the sum of the world’s literature—our own Bible—we 
find that there is hardly a great figure that stalks across 
its giant.-revolving stage that does not, at some critical 
moment, pour out his petition unto the Lord of all 
flesh. 

- To this winding procession of antiquity: that bave 
turned their eyes to God can also be added the genera- 
tions that followed in their wake. Throughout the 
- religious Middle Ages no venture was begun without 
first invoking Divine aid. Journeys were not com- 
menced without supplications for their ultimate success, 
and no popular or. senatorial assembly would com- 
mence without recourse to prayer—customs which still 
consecrate deliberations in Parliament and hallow the 
lessons of all public schools. No colony was planted 
without a religious exercise, and no joyous event 
remained unaccompanied by votive offering. In the 
days when knights were bold, those about to receive the 
accolade would spend the whole of the previous night 
‘in lonely vigil and solemn prayer in their chapel. Thus 
a whole world has always prayed. Were they fools, 
and are our present prayerless generations the wise and 
sophisticated? 

Let us ponder this question. Is it conceivable that 
an instinct so universal and deep-rooted should be voted 
a mirage, and is it fair to regard all those simple, prayer- 
ful souls of the ages past as simpletons who fondly 
chased will-o’-the-wisps? . With a thousand tongues 
Judaism replies: “'No. Even when the sword is hover- 
ing around a man’s outstretched neck he must not 
abandon praying for mercy.” Prayer is the link 
between heaven and earth It was snatched by the 
angels from heaven and taught unto. the sons of men. 
To place before the Almighty our innermost desires is 
oft the best check: to unworthy aims, as nothing else 
can expose so much their unreasonableness as their 
articulation before Him who searches all hearts. To 
lift up the soul from earth by regular prayer, to allot 


the dewy hours of each morn and the gathering shadows - 


of each eve to pious communion, is to arm ourselves 
against temptation and a proneness to grovel amidst 
things that ultimately debase. To place ourselves in 
God's hands before we sally forth on life’s daily round, 
to commit ourselves trustingly to Him when we need 
help most, to thank Him for the blessings that are still 


ours—what better defence could the Jew possess these. 


days when horror and unknown dreads surround jim 
on every side? Mankind still possesses the Maginot 
Line of Prayer, an impregnable defence that has with- 
stood the bombardments of countless tyrants across the 
ons of time, and a defence against which every mighty 
and secret weapon with which a bloodstained dictator 
threatens us will be applied in vain. 

Were only one sermon left to preach before life's 
candle were snuffed out, it should be on the value of 
prayer, an act in which the whole universe participates. 
The mother prays, the child prays, and most men die 
praying. Yes, it is to prayer that man must now, as 
always, betake himself to fill up the void of his soul, 
Or to bear the burdens. of his destiny. But one stipula- 
tion must be made. To have the desired effect, prayer 
must Be more than a petition for some worldly goods. 
Of course these things are imperative and are given 
a voice in our liturgy; but spiritual needs must take 


pride of place. You will remember that Isaac men-— 


tioned SOD “the dew of heaven,” before 
“the riches of the earth.” Our prayer 
must be a process of self-education if we are to become 
after our orisons better men and women. Mere 
mechanical utterances devoid of sincerity will fall to 
earth; but sincerity will wing its way heavenward. For 
this we have the assurance of Malachi in the Haftara 
of this Sabbath: “ And now, entreat ye for the favour 
_ of God and He will assuredly be gracious unto you.”

THE REFUGEES 
Government’s £100,000 Gift 


Speaking in the House of Lords on the refugees from 
Poland, Lorp (Foreign Secretary) made the 
following statement: 

“The Government have decided to offer the immediate 
sum of £100,000 to meet the immediate needs of clothing 
and medical supplies, which I understand are most urgent. 
It is proposed that these materials should be purchased 
forthwith in this country and sent with all possible speed 
to the refugees in Hungary and Rumania.” 


Lord Newton on Unjust Internment 
Lorp Newron in the House of Lords made some 


criticisms about the internment of enemy aliens in Britain. 


He had a strong suspicion that a certain number had been 
interned who were perfectly harmless and innocent. He 
mentioned the case of a young German who came here to 
do literary work, who had been in the country for several 
years, having fled from Nazi persecution, and who was very 
anxious to become a British subject. Lord Newton said he 
was quite prepared to give evidence in his favour and to 
give guarantees, but the President of the Tribunal never 
thought it necessary to call his attention to the case although 
he could have been in the court in ten minutes, and the 
man had been interned for a month and did not succeed 
in getting his appeal attended to. 

In view of the fact that the Advisory Committee could 
only work very slowly, Lord Newton suggested that another 
Committée might be appointed to help them, or alterna- 
tively that a kind of visiting. Committee might be appointed 
which would go to the two camps. There were only two 
camps of importance, one at Seaton in Devonshire and the 
other in Edinburgh. 

Earl de la Warr's Promise 

Fart DE LA Warr. President of the Board of Education, 
who replied, said that of approximately 13,000 enemy 
atiens, 900 fad been interned. This included a number of 
war prisoners, or rather men.who had been brought in from 
captured German merchantmen, or removed from neutral 
ships. Of that 900, 150 had appealed against the decision 
of the local Tribunal and 37 were released almost imme- 
diately 

Lord Newton had mentioned a lack of interpreters and 
he would be glad to hear that it had already been arranged 
that interpreters should be avatlable for all Tribunals 

The Committee. Lord de la Warr continued, was catching 
up with its work, and the Home Secretary was considering 
very sympathetically the appomtment of a second Com- 
mittee and was also considering the question of the same 
Committee sitting in two divisions. Lord de la Warr said 
that he would look into the details of the case of the young 
German mentioned by Lord Newton. | 


Statement by Home Secretary 


Sir JOHN ANDERSON (Home Secretary) told the Commons 
that the number of aliens dealt with by the Tribunals up to 
October 28 was 13,031. Of these, 186 were interned, 9,656 
were exempted from infernment and. from: the special 
restrictions applicable to enemy aliens, and the remaining 
4.189 were cxempted from internment but not from. the 
special restrictions. In any case where it had been decided 
to exempt an enemy alien from the special restrictions, steps 
had been taken to ensure that the term “enemy alien” did 
not appear on the registration certificate: and if the Tribunal 
- was satisfied that the alien was a genuine refugee the 
words “ Refugee from Nazi oppression” were endorsed in 
the certificate. It was open to any alhen interned by. a 
Tribunal to make representations to the Home Secretary; 
and, unless the latter was satisfied that there were no 
grounds for further consideration, the case was referred to 
the Advisory Committee. 

He-also said that owing to the necessity of conserving the 
financial resources’ of the nation for the purpose of 
prosecuting the war, His Majesty's Government had reluc- 
tantly come te the conclusion that they must suspend for 
the duration of the war the offer which they made in the 
summer that, wf other Governments were. prepared to 
co-operate, they would consider the question of encouraging, 
by Government participation, private subscription to a 
maintenance and re-emigration fund.

JEW-BAITERS AND EVACUATION 
SABOTAGE 


Home Secretary’s Reference 
WHICH ANTI-SEMITIC BODY DID HE MEAN? 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


There is much speculation as to the identity of *he 
anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi body which, according to 
Sir John Anderson, the Home Secretary, had ordered 
its members to turn themselves into “ rumour-mongers 
and channels for propaganda” and sabotagers of te 
Government evacuation scheme. People who had 
evacuated their children were to be encouraged to think 
that evacuation was unnecessary, Sir John quoted this 
body as advocating. People would then come back to 


‘London, and an important measure taken in the interests 


of the civil population would be defeated. 

Sir John did not name the body. Mosley denies that 
it is the B.U.F., and explicitly declares that his organisa- 
tion has not been campaigning against the evacuation. 
scheme, Oflicially, of course, the B.U.F. has not done 
this, but some of their speakers have in speeches at 
Street corners made the most outrageously lying state- 
ments. 

In considering the Home Secretary’s charge against 
a certain anti-Semitic organisation one must remember 
the large number of these that have been functioning 
in recent months. 

The outbreak of war has merely made their work 
more difficult; it certainly has not cooled their affection 
for National Socialism, although the ardour of some 
for Adolf Hitler has been dampened because of his 
"betrayal ” of his principles and his present relations 
with Moscow. 

Among the principal anti-Semitic bodies were the 
following: the Imperial Fascist League, the Nordic 
League, the Militant Christian Patriots, the Nationalist 
Association, the National Socialist League, Vigil, and 
the Link. Some of these are no longer openly as active 
as before the war; but there ts no evidence that their 
members and supporters have undergone a change of 
heart. 3 

This week, I glanced at some issues of the Fascist, 
the organ of the Imperial Fascist League, published in 
the latter part of last year and in the early months of 
this. The L.F.L. was then conducting a violent agitation 


against the Government's evacuation scheme. Of course. 


there is no reason on these grounds to suppose that the 
1.F.L. was the body referred to by the Home Secretary 
—-indeed, possibly their anti-evacuation record would 
have made them careful to avoid the activities of which 
Sur John complained. 


“ Evacuation Scheme is Jewish ” 


In November, 1938, the following polite note 
appeared. “During the Mass Madness of September, 
we received in Guildford a notice that we were liable 


to have billeted upon us, a number of civilian refugees 


from London in the event of war breaking out. They 
were to receive access to water and sanitary con- 
veniences, and -we were asked to provide them with 
cooking facilities. Now this is sheer Communism.” 
(Guildford is the home town of Arnold Leese, the Jew- 
baiting leader: of the LF.L.) | 

In the December issue, it was declared that this was 
a Jewish scheme. The Fascist said: “In many cases 
absolute ructions would result from the forced invasion 
of unselected inhabitants of London, many’ of _ them 
Jewish, upon country householders. As often as not, 
the male head of the house would be absent either 
on public or on private business, and so unable to pro- 
tect his womenfolk from annoyance. It is plain 
Bolshevism.- It is interesting to note, seeing that 
Bolshevism is Jewish, that the Committee recommending 
the scheme is also Jewish, as might have been expected. 
It consists of Sir J. Anderson (Gentile), Sir Percy Harris 
(Jewish), Dr. Haden Guest (Jewish), and Colonel G. 
Doland (who has a Jewish appearance); so it is at least 
fifty per cent. Jewish, perhaps seventy-five per cent. ’ 


In February of this year, the Fascist was advising - 


people to “fight the Communist evacuation scheme.” 
In. April, “H.H.L.,” -a regular contributor, wrote: 
“ Fascists, therefore, instead of digging holes in their 
gardens or pleading for tin shelters or funk-holes for 
all, are carrying serenely on with their great cleansing 
work which, sooner or later, is going to remove from 
all countries the universal enemy—the Jew. That is 
the only war worth while.” 


A CONSCIENTIOUS Objector, who wore a black shirt and 
who praised Hitler for eliminating the Jews, “ the scum,” 
hypocrites, and destroyers of Aryan civilisation,” was this 
week refused registration by the South Eastern Tribunal on 
the ground that his objection to military service was political 
and not conscientious. He was Edward Maynard, an 
electrical engineer, of Tottenham. In concluding his state- 
ment to the Tribunal, he cried: “Heil Hitler, Heil 
Mussolini,.and long live Christianity!”

B.U.F. WOMAN LEADER FINED 
Scene at Limehouse Meeting 


Mrs. Margaret Ellen Griggs (25), Beaufort Mansions, 
Chelsea, described as the chief woman organiser of the 
B.U.F., was bound over in the sum of £50 for twelve 
months at Thames Police Court on Monday on charges 
of obstructing a police inspector and using insulting 
words at a Fascist meeting at Limehouse, E. 

It was stated that following the provocative remarks 
of the speaker, a section of the crowd, which had 
become increasingly hostile, surged towards the plat- 
form and there were cries of “ Dirty spies,” “ Dirty 
Germans,” “Go back to Hitler,” and “ Throw her 
down.” 

The inspector told Mrs. Griggs to close the meeting, 
but she refused to do so. 

Two men were fined for assaulting and obstructing 
the police. 


JEWS AND CIVIL DEFENCE FORCES 
South Wales Allegations Denied. 


Allegations that discontent existed among the Special 
Police in Cardiff because of the “ disproportionate ” 


- number of executive posts allotted to Jews were denied 


recently by the local Chief Constable, in a report to the 
Watch Committee. 

The Chief Constable said that executive posts in the 
force were not held by members of the Jewish faith. There 
were six officers of the Jewish faith who were British 
subjects and citizens of repute in a force which numbered 
800 of all ranks on September 30, 1939. The services they 
and other members of the voluntary force gave were 
voluntary in the. fullest sense, and no person on joiming 
was asked about his racial origin or religious faith. 

The Chief Constable added that the services of only one 
volunteer special constable had been dispensed with necayer 
he would not serve under a Jew. | 

In the neighbouring town of Newport, in answer to a 
campaign alleging that local Jews had monopolised the 
besi-paid positions in that town in the Auxiliary Fire 
Service, the Mayor. has publicly stated at a meeting of the 
Town Council that Newport Jews were setting a high 
example in service. They had volunteered; they had had 
some pay, but at once they had sent it to him (the Mayor), 
and had asked him to put the money to whatever purpose 
he thought fit. “ They are doing that each week,” added 
the Mayor. The Jews had also offered the free use of the 
Synagogue, 


SEVERAL people were injured in Wilmslow (Cheshire) on 
Sunday, in fights which started among an angry crowd of 
more than 1.500 round a cmema in which Sir Oswald 
Mosley had addressed a meeting. Mosley’s car was struck 
by a stick and stones were thrown at buses containing 
Fascist detachments. 

SWASTIKAS, some of them a yard long, were found on 
Monday to have been carved on. 80 plate-glass windows in 
Glasgow's main shopping centres. Twenty more windows 
were smashed, and on others the words “We don't want 
Jews“ were. scratched. In most instances the shops are 
owned, or believed to be owned, by Jews. —

WHY “BRUNEL”~ COHEN 


Reading the reference last week in “ Incidentally” to 
Major J. B. Brunel Cohen, | wondered how many were 
aware of the origin of the “ Brunel” in the Major's name. 
The story goes back eighty years, to the construction of the 
gigantic vessel, the Great Eastern, the largest ship till then 
built. After a varied careér, the ship was bought by Major 
Cohen's father, the late Alderman Louis Sarhuel Cohen, 
who conceived the idea of using her for advertising his 
stores, the now famous Lewis’s. He had the ship brought 
to the Mersey, and thousands of persons flocked to inspect 
her. It was about that time that Major Cohen was vorn, 


ordinary degree of intelligence and tenacity.” With all this 
he knows their faults, but “all nations have their vices, 
why should the Jew be perfect?” Nietzsche was an intelli- 
gent philo-Semite. He was afraid of, nay, even obsessed by, 
German anti-Semitism. His last letter, written on the 
“ border-line,” expresses his fear, a very lucid fear (in view 
of events): “all anti-Semites must be shot!” He knew that 
the grand opera of Bolshevism (which he detested even 
more than Wagner's music) would begin in Germany with 
a noisy anti-Semitic overture. He also foresaw, and with 
a shudder, that his name would be abused by the Germans. 
It is not “his teaching that is open to misunderstanding,” 
as Mr. Aronsfeld thinks, it is the understanding of the Nazis 
that is open to criticism, such as Nietzsche himself 
thunders against them out of the grave: “ Unto these men 
of to-day will I not be light, nor be called light: Them 
will | blind: lightning of my wisdom! put out their eyes!” 
(“ Thus Spake Zarathustra.” pocket edition, p. 328). The 
lightning of Nietzsche's wisdom has put out the Nazis’ eyes 
and “the men of to-day ” now follow blindly their Fihrer 
into destruction.-Dr. Oscar Levy (Editor of the English 
translation of Nietzsche's works), Royal Societies Club, 63, 
St. James's Street, S.W.1. 


TORCHES AND THE SABBATH 


Your correspondent’s query—whether a torch may be 
used on Sabbath—admits of only one answer. It is for- 
bidden. If a Jew did carry a torch on Sabbath he would be

Professor HEINRICH NEUMANN 


Famous Viennese Ear Specialist 
TREATED KING EDWARD VIII. 


The death is reported from New York of Dr. 
Heinrich Neumann, the famous Viennese ear, nose, and 
throat specialist, who, in 1936, treated King 
Edward VIII for a painful ear ailment, and subse- 
quently cured him. In appreciation of his services, 
King Edward presented Dr. Neumann with a gold 
tobacco box. Among other crowned heads who were 


his patients were ex-King Alfonso, King George II of 
Greece, and King Carol.

Some years ago, it was rumoured that Dr. Neumann 
had received a summons to go to Berlin to treat Hitler, 
and it was said that his arrest after the Nazi invasion 
of Austria was due to his refusal to answer the sum- 
mons. However, Dr. Neumann is reported to have 
denied this story and to have declared: “ Had I been 
called to Hitler, 1 would have gone as I would have 
gone to any patient. To a physician there is no ques- 
tion of race or political opinion; there are only human 
sufferers.” It was stated. shortly after Dr. Neumann's 
release by the Nazis that the Duke of Windsor, as he 
had then become, had been instrumental in persuading 
the Nazis to let their celebrated prisoner go free. 

Dr. Neumann was born on July 10, 1873, in Hungary. 
In 1898, he graduated at the University of Vienna, 
and soon began to specialise in diseases of the ear. 
He was an assistant to Professor Politzer from 1901 
until 1907, and in 1911 he was appointed Professor of 
Therapeutics of the Ear at the Vienna University. In 
the following year he was appointed chief of the 
department at the Emperor Franz Josef Hospital. 

During the last war, Dr..Neumann served as 
Surgeon-Major with the General Staff under Field- 
Marshal Conrad von Hoetzendorf, and was awarded 
a number of high decorations, which included the 
“ Signum Laudis "—a rare distinction which he gained 
twice. At the conclusion of the War, Professor 
Neumann was appointed head of the Clinic for. Ear, 
Nose, and Throat Diseases at the University of Vienna, 
a post which he held when King Edward consulted him 
in 1936 

Professor Neumann's distinctions included member- 
ship of the Royal Academy of Medicine in London 
‘and honorary membership of the Oto-Rhino- 
Laryngological Society of Scotland He came to 
London in 1912 in order to address the International 
Congress of Medicine, and in 1926 he delivered a 
lecture in Nottingham. He again visited London in 


1930, when he spoke to a meeting of the Royal 


» Academy of Medicine. On that occasion, the London 


Seeecwish Hospital Medical Society gave a dinner in his 


honour at the First Avenue Hotel, Holborn. In the 
course of his address, after eulogising the objects for 
which the Society was founded, he said: 

The Jews living in this country were fortunate to dwell in 
England, which had always proved itself to be the champion 
of the weak and downtrodden, and had always stood for all 
that was fair and just in human relationship. In this country, 
the Jew had always been able to develop his intellectual gifts 
and character, and the future of the Jew in England would 

upon the development of those qualities of mind and 
heart which he was Known to possess. Those qualities the Jew 
should exert for the benefit not only of his own Community 
but for that of the whole country. 

In June of this year, Professor Neumann left Austria 
for a visit to the United States in order to discuss with 
American Jewish leaders methods of furthering Jewish 
emigration from Austria, During his visit he lectured 
at Princeton and other universities. At the Evian Con- 
ference last year Dr. Neumann pleaded the cause of 
Austrian Jewish emigrants. 

The deceased had a remarkable personality, and in 
addition to his extraordinary . surgical skill he was 
extremely witty. His solicitude for poor patients was 
such that he not only treated them free but often paid 
their railway fares. He would tell his rich patients that 
he was charging them double fees so that he might 
provide for sufferers who were without money. Dr. 
Neumann, who was himself troubled by deafness, was 
married and had a son and two daughters. 


MR. E. FREUDENHEIM (Cambridge) 
A Herzlian Zionist 


Mr. Israkt COHEN writes: 

A stalwart Zionist of the Herzlian days, Mr. E. Freuden- 
heim, died this week at Cambridge at the age of seventy- 
four. Forty years ago he was one of a smal! band of 
Zionist enthusiasts in the East End who did a considerable 
amount of pioneering work for the Jewish national cause at 
a time when the movement was energetically opposed by 
the lay leaders of the Community and frowned upon by the 
spiritual leaders. He served for some years on the Execu- 
tive of the English Zionist Federation and took a particular 
interest in the work of the share clubs connected with the 
Jewish Colonial Trust. He was a regular habitué of the old 
King’s Hall in Commercial Road, which was a popular 
forum for the Zionist cause in those distant days, and, as a 
Hebrew scholar, he took an active part in the early efforts 
to found a Hebrew-speaking society in the East End, In 
later years, Mr. Freudenheim was prevented by ill-health 
from engaging in any public work, but his interest in the 
progress of Zionism remained unabated to the end, and 
he had the satisfaction of seeing his devotion to Palestine 
emulated by his daughter, Mrs. J. Bloch, an industrious 
worker in the Federation of Women Zionists 


MR. JONAH BRUENN (Jerusalem) 
A Leading Engineer 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Mr. Jonah Bruenn, who died in Jerusalem recently at the 
age of forty-six, was one of the leading engineers in’ the 


city, and was responsible for many outstanding buildings, . 


including (in collaboration with others) the Jerusalem 
Municipality and Barclays Bank buildings, and the first 
house in Rehavia. He went to Palestine many years ago 
from Hungary, and was subsequently followed by no fewer 
than 106 relatives, some of whom (including his brothers) 
are now architects and engineers in Palestine. 


THE LATE MR. S. USISKIN 
Great Worker for Palestine 


A correspondent writes : 

Such was the modesty of my late friend S. Usiskin, 
whose recent death passed almost unnoticed in Anglo-Jewish 
circles, that not many were aware of the noble work to 
which he devoted his life. Only three days before his 
death he was discussing with me vital questions of 
Palestinian economics, and was contemplating a journey to 
the Holy Land in order to help our institutions to deal with 
the present crisis. | travelled with him to Palestine on 
several occasions, and was an eye-witness of his great deeds 
towards the upbuilding of the country. He was one of the 
founders of the Anglo-Palestine Citrus Company, the 
Judean Estate Company, and of one of the largest insurance 
companies of Palestine. Mr. Usiskin was an authority on 
the fur trade in London, and a feature of his activities was 
the help he gave to the smal! Jewish merchant. His real 
interest, however, lay in the economics of Palestine. Many 
years ago he sent his son’ Izidor to Palestine to study 
agricultural conditions in the country in order to find out 
where help was really needed. 

Only recently, at the request of the Mayor of Tel-Aviv, 
Mr. Usiskin collected a substantial amount for the funds 
of the Red Magen David. He was a member of the 
family of Menachem Ussishkin, the President of the Jewish 
National Fund. 1 am sure that his sons Izidor, Dave, and 
Sidney, will follow in the path of their father. 


Mr. HyMaAN Ciare, who passed away last week, at the 
age of thirty-four, was a member of the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Iiford District Synagogue for many years, and 
worked untiringly for its welfare. He was a co-Treasurer 
of the Ilford and District Refugee Committee.

was available it would be their object to see that the most 
suitable person was sent to the area. 

It must be emphasised, said Mr. Laski, that the problems 
could only be dealt with in a systematic and adequate 
manner by pooling the resources in material and personnel 
of all the organisations which were affected by the evacua- 
tion problems. If they were to avoid waste of money and 
effort some sort of central control was needed which must 
be kept in constant touch with the evacuation activities of 
the various organisations, and which must have funds at 
its disposal to finance special efforts which do not come 
within the ordinary scope of the organisations concerned.

FROM THE JEWISH PRESS 


NINTH CENTENARY OF RASHI 


The new century, “ Tash,” which began this year in 
the Jewish calendar, marks the ninth centenary of the 
birth of the greatest of ali Jewish commentators, univer- 
sally known as Rashi (Rabeinu Shilomah Jitzchaki). 
Great prominence is given in the Hebrew and Yiddish 
Press to the work and history of this remarkable man. 
In Palestine, a special book on Rashi is to be published 
in the near future containing contributions from the 
greatest living Jewish scholars. 


Of all great Jews in the Middle Ages, a writer in the 
Forwarp (New York) says, Rashi was undoubtedly the most 
popular and most beloved in Jewry. There may have been 
many greater Jews than he, but no one has had such a wide 
and lasting influence as Rashi, for no one has been so near 
to the Jewish masses and understood so well the soul of 
the Jewish people. Comparing him with Maimonides (who 
came nearly a century later), the writer remarks that while 
he, too, was one of the greatest Talmudists, besides being 
a great philosopher, nevertheless his influence was in a 
sense confined to Jewish scholars and intellectuals. It is 

ssible, the writer adds, to be a good Jew and understand 
dalene and the Jewish spirit without having had access 
to the “ Guide to the Perplexed” or even to the “ Mishna- 
Torah.” It would, however, have been almost impossible 
for the multitude to have any understanding of the Bible, 
and even less of the Talmud, without the guidance and 
assistance Of Rashi, who explained and interpreted them 
with incomparable precision and clarity.

THE RESTORATION OF VILNA j 

In spite of the anti-Jewish excesses reported there this 
week, there can be no doubt that the restoration of 
Vilna to Lithuania is in the present circumstances a 
tremendous immediate relief to about 150,000 Jews, 
who will be subject neither to the Nazi hell nor to the 
spiritually destructive rule of Soviet Russia. The Jewish 
Press in Kevno has published special Hebrew prayers 
that were read in the Synagogues to mark the occasion 
of the cession. 

Rabbi Shapiro, the distinguished Rabbi of Kovno, writing 
in the YippisHe StiMMk (Kovno), recalls that Vilna had for 
centuries been renowned as the “Jerusalem of Lithuania,” 
because it had been the centre of Jewish learning and 
culture, and the Jewish spiritual greatness of the city was 
exemplified by the “Gaon” of Vilna. He expresses the 
hope that in Vilna will once more arise the centre of Jewish 
learning. 

The renowned Jewish historian, Professor S, Dubnow, in 
the same paper, observes that the mere fact that Russian 
Jewry regarded Vilna as the “ Jerusalem of Lithuania” is 
a recognition of the natural association of the Jewish 
spiritual centre with the Lithuanian State. As a Jewish 
historian, he adds, ana as a Lithuanian citizen, he shares 
the joy of the rebirth of Vilna, and hopes that the enlarged 
Lithuania will develop on the basis of the old traditional

JEWISH LEADERSHIP IN THE US.A., 

Jewish public opinion in the United States is greatly 
exercised over the question of the leadership of Jewry 
in that country. It is felt-in certain quarters that a new 
type is needed at the head in these days. 

A writer in the Toc (New York) refers to the complete 
transformation of Jewish life and the lack of leadership to 
suit the present conditions. During colonial and early 
Revolutionary days, he writes, Jewish leadership was in the 
hands of Rabbis. With the growth of the Jewish popula- 


tion in the United States in the mid-nineteenth century, and . 


with the rise of the Jewish charity system, business men, 
and generally men of wealth, came into prominence. Later, 
bankers, headed principally by men like Jacob Schiff, ruled 
the communal roost. Then came lawyers and judges, also 
men of large means. 

There was a short interval when intellectuals exercised 
considerable influence, but this was limited to the East 
European Jewish immigrants. To-day, they had a combina- 
tion of bankers, lawyers, and Rabbis of fashionable 
omenegenemn in charge of Jewish affairs in the United 

ates, 

The prevalence of men of wealth in the leadership is, in 
the writer’s view, the largest contributing factor in the 
decline of Jewish communal generalship in the United 
States. People of that sort, he says, are more interested in 
comfort, and in the status quo that afferds them their 


comfort, than in anything else. They tend to become over- 


cautious and timid. It is a matter of plain observation that 
assimilation is in direct ratio to the size of income. More- 
over, people with large independent incomes are prone 
to look askance not on!y upon new ideas but upon the 
intellectuals who generate them. The impecunious or 
financially dependent intellectual has no standing. 

Some day, perhaps, he concludes, those intellectuals will 
Stage a revolt and take over Jewish leadership, but until 
that happens the purse will rule and with it the timidit 
and the half-hearted Jewishness which usually go wit 
purse-strings,

LUBLIN TO-DAY 


Poverty and Backwardness 
AN ECONOMIC PRISON 


[By our former Warsaw Correspondent] : 


Lublin, together with its surrounding district, has an 
area of some 20,000 square miles. Its population in 
1931 was just under two-and-a-half millions, of whom 
about half-a-million lived in the towns and the rest in 
the villages. 

Nearly 2,000,000 were Catholics, and 330,000 were 
Jews. The town of Lublin itself has about 50,000 Jews. 
Although the soil is good in some parts, the average 
soil is rather poor. The district has no industry of any 
importance, apart from timber, and is a backward one, 
with few roads and fewer railways.

The population, both Jewish and non-Jewish, is poor, 
and life in the villages and smaller towns is primitive. 
The district therefore does not offer the slightest chance 
for development, and certainly not for the maintenance 
of a large influx of people. If the Nazis are really 
serious in their proposals, and if the Jews are actually 
forced to go there, it will only mean more hardships for 


’ them, possibly greater even than they are suffering now. 


The secret anti-Nazi “Freedom” wireless station, 
commenting on the Lublin plan, says that the Nazis 
intend to confine the Jews to a spiritual and economic 
prison. As it 1s impossible for them to send the millions 
of Polish Jews to concentration camps or prisons or to 
shoot them, it was hoped to exterminate them gradually 
in this proposed ghetto State. 

The Poles themselves, even those who have permitted 
themselves to be the Nazis’ tools, are meanwhile opposed 
to the Lublin plan. The pro-Nazi PoLska PrRawpa, of 
Cracow, says that no Poles will ever agree to the plan. 


‘The Jews should g6 to Palestine, leaving their property 


behind. The Slovaks, who believe that the new Ghetto- 
State will border on their country, are also against the 
plan. 


RUSSO-GERMAN FRONTIER 
CLOSED 


Jewish Wanderers in Soviet Poland 


SEPARATED FROM THEIR FAMILIES 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports that the 
Soviet authorities have ordered the closing of the Russo- 
German frontier to refugees. While the Germans have 
up till now prohibited Jews from entering the occupied 
territory, but allowed them to leave it after depriving 
them of their property, the Soviet authorities have now 
closed the frontier both to those who wish to come in 
and those who wish to leave. 

This measure is a blow to tens of thousands of Jews 
in the German zone who, in order to escape the Nazi 
hell, would rather chance life in the Soviet zone. It 
particularly hits those Jews who have been separated 
from their families on the other side of the new 
frontier. 

It is rumoured here that negotiations will soon start 
between the German and the Russian authorities to 
regulate the question, since a considerable number of 
non-Jews are willing to return to their homes under 
German occupation. 

The Soviet-occupied territory includes a number of 


large Jewish Communities, such as those of Lwow, 
Przemysl, Tarnopol, Czortkow, Brody, Kolomya, 
Rowno, Luck, Dubno, Pinsk, Brest-Litovsk, Barano- 
wiczi, Lida, Grodno, and Bialystok. The most 
important problem facing these Communities is the 
vocational readjustment of the Jewish population, which 
consists mostly of merchants, small traders, craftsmen, 
and landlords, many of whom. have now been denrived 
of their livelihood. 


Hordes of Refugees 


Another grave problem is the plight of the hordes 
of Jewish refugees, estimated at between half a million 
and a million, who fled from the Nazi hell and are at 
present completely without means. They are crowded 
in several of the larger towns, and it will take months 
before they adapt themselves to the new order. They 
are causing serious overcrowding; at present they 
occupy railway stations and sleep out in the streets and 
on the staircases of schools, Synagogues, and public 
buildings. 

One feature of their plight is their constant wander- 
ing under insanitary conditions from place to place, 
chiefly on the railway lines between Lwow, Rowno, 
Brest-Litovsk, and Bialystok. . 

Thousands of these homeless people are drifting from 
place to place, with only a sack over their shoulders, 
either looking for any possibility of a home and a .ive- 
lihood or searching for the missing members of their 
families who disappeared during the Nazi bombing 
raids or were evacuated as the Nazis advanced. 


JEWISH CULTURE IN SOVIET POLAND 
Unlimited Possibilities Alleged 


The first Jewish daily in the Soviet-occupied territory 
has begun publication in Bialystok .under the title of 
BIALYSTOKER STERN. It is staffed with local and 
Warsaw journalists and is under the supervision of 
editors sent from. Minsk. 

Smorgon, in the Russian zone, has become a Yiddish 
cultural centre as a result of the fact that the Jews con- 
stitute the majority of the local population. Cultural 
work is under the direction of Dr. Isaac Brudner, the 
Chairman of the newly-formed local Soviet. 

The Union of Ukrainian Writers has published an 
appeal to all their colleagues:in Western Ukraine for 
active participation in the creation of a new ™ Soviet 
life’ in the occupied territories. Among the signatories 
are the» Jewish writers Itzik Fefer, Gildin, I. Kipnis, 
Noah Lurie, and S. Shkarovsky. The Kiev Jewish 
State Theatre is now touring the Jewish towns of 
Western Ukraihe, and the Minsk Jewish State Theatre 
is touring Byelorussian Jewish towns. 

Articles extolling the unlimited possibilities of 
developing the economic and cultural life of the Jewish 
masses in Western Ukraine and Byelorussia are a 
daily feature of Jewish papers in Russia. 

According to a message from Lwow, the Russian 
authorities have expressed their willingness to. permit 
Rabbis to leave the Russian zone provided they can 
secure permits to enter other countries. 


‘Fourteen hundred Jewish refugees from German-occupied 
Poland, after appealing to the Soviet frontier guards to 
“ shoot us rather than send us back,” have been allowed to 
enter Soviet territory, reports the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency. 

The Lithuanian Government, in co-operation with the 
International Red Cross, is attempting to secure the release 
of a number of prominent Jewish leaders who were arrested 
in Vilna by the Soviet authorities and transferred to prisons 
in Bialystok, Pinsk, and Moscow. Altogether, it is 
estimated that 200 Jews were arrested by the Russian 
authorities, including Salman Reisen, the well-known Jewish 
writer, and his son Samuel, the Territorialist leader, Joseph 
Czernichow and his son Michael, the Jewish Socialist 
leaders, Anna Rosenthal and Joseph Teitel, and the Vilna 
Town Councillor Zeleznikow.

Jews Starve in Ruined City 


ONLY THE BURIAL SOCIETY 
FUNCTIONS 


The visit to Poland of Dr. Goebbels, the Nazi Propa- 
ganda Minister, has coincided with an intensification of 
the anti-Jewish terror. The present persecutions put 
—- of Austrian and Czech Jewry completely in the 

In Warsaw, during the last few days, the Nazis have 
begun systematically sacking the city and pillaging its 
inhabitants, above all, the Jews, reports the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency. The procedure is to cordon off a 
street, or even an entire quarter, with soldiers and storm- 
troopers, and then to order the residents to leave their 
homes. A thorough search is made, and the Nazis carry 
off all valuables and food, The Jews are then made to 
load the Nazi loot on military lorries. : 


Many Jewish and non-Jewish business concerns have 


also been robbed of their entire stock. Nazi thorough- 
ness has been such that stretches of Warsaw tramlines 
have actually been dug up and transported to the Reich. 
Many museums and art galleries have been emptied. 


Nazi Commissioner in Charge 


The Warsaw Jewish Community has been placed 
under the control of a Nazi commissioner and has been 
ordered to carry out a registration of all Jews between 
the ages of cighteen and forty. It has also been told 
to file a detailed report on the Jewish economic position 
and to compile lists of all converted Jews. Its funds 
have been confiscated, its activities suspended, and its 
schools closed.

kitchens, coping with a mere fraction of the starving 
Jews, yet the Jews are officially excluded from the free 
bread distributions in the streets and from medical treat- 
ment. Fortunately, the Jewish Burial Society is still 
allowed to function. The cemeteries are so congested 
that rows of bodies lie unburied for days. 


| Labour Conscripts Who Disappear 

Thousands of young men, mainly Jews, are rounded 
up daily and taken to build fortifications on the Russo- 
German frontier. Some of them, who returned ill and 
exhausted after four or five days, revealed the purpose 
of their detention. Others never returned. 

A Jewish delegation which appealed for better treat- 
ment to M. Starzynski, the Mayor of Warsaw (who has 
retained his office under the Nazis), is said to have 
received the answer: “I have more important things 
to settie.” | 


In order to improve the Jews’ plight, the Community - 


is now, with the consent of the authorities, supplying 
500 Jews daily for forced labour battalions to clear. the 
ruined streets, and has undertaken to pay every con- 
scripted Jew one zloty a day towards his daily wage. 
Such is the terrible poverty of the Jewish population 
that Jews have been clamouring to be taken on. But 
in spite of the new arrangement, the Nazis are still 
hunting the Jews in the streets and pressing them into 
the labour-gangs. Even the women and children are 
not spared. 


Terror in the Provinces 


As a result of the destruction of great numbers of 
Warsaw houses, there is an acute scarcity of living 
accommodation. Even houses which escaped direct hits 
by bombs have had their windows smashed, and no 
glass is available in the city to make good the damage. 
Inhabitants who cannot find accommodation have been 
advised to leave for the provinces to join their relatives 
there. But Jews fear to leave Warsaw, inferno though 
it is; for the persecution in the provinces is even worse. 

In many towns, the medieval yellow badge has been 
reintroduced. . In some towns, rich Jews have to wear 
a yellow badge, poorer Jews a blue badge, and the 
poorest a grey hadge. i 

Jewish populations have been expelled under the most 
cruel conditions, and often with. less than half an hour’s 
notice, from a number of towns, including Mlawa, 
Prasnysz, Krasno, Sielsk, Rozany, Ostrow-Mazowieck, 
Wyszkow, Wyszygrod, Wengrow, Stoczek, Ostrolenka, 
and Pultusk. 

Jews in several places, including Lodz, the great 
industrial centre, are not allowed on the pavements, but 
must walk in the road like horses or dogs. In Bochnia, 
a Jewess was publicly flogged because the Gestapo 
authorities, on searching her house, found an American 
dollar which she had kept in contravention of the 
Government order that all foreign currency must be 
changed into German currency 


Inciting the Poles 


With typical cynicism, the Nazis are trying to under- 
mine the resistance of the Polish people by diverting 


_ their hatred of their new oppressors towards the Jews. 
- This is a repetition of the tactics adopted—but without 


success—in the Czech Protectorate: And so _ the 
invaders are making use of the services of the Jew- 
baiting Polish Endeks (National Democrats) and the 
Naras (National Radicals) in order to arouse a new 
wave of anti-Semitism. They are now being urged to 
wage a bovcott campaign and to prevent the Jews 
entering the villages. 

In Warsaw and Lodz, Nazi soldiers have rounded up 
the Jews and stripped them of their overcoats and pull- 
overs, which they then demonstratively hand over to 
passing Poles as a sign of their “friendly feelings ” 
towards the Polish people. Poles are encouraged to 
attack Jews in the streets and eject them from food 
queues. 

To imtensify the campaign, the Nazis have brought 
to Poland the notorious “ Wandering Jew” exhibition, 
which has already made the tour of other Nazi- 
dominated territories. 

But Nazi efforts to win over the Poles have so far 
failed, apart from a handful of hooligans who are 
always ready to rob and humiliate the Jews. Even the 
extremist anti-Semitic parties have refused to co-operate. 
“We have no Hacha among us,” they say. “ We have 


our own score against the Jews, but we are not willing: 


to settle it with a Nazi whip.” 
NAZI PRISONERS 


According to a Kaunas message, M. Indelman, of the 
editorial of the Warsaw Jewish Harint, has been sent 


to the Dachau concentration camp. M. Studnicki, of 


the Jewish daily MOMENT, is under arrest in Lublin. M. 
Kestin, his colleague, is said to have been executed in 
Warsaw. 


Abraham Gepner, President of the Warsaw Jewish 


Merchants’ Association, and Seligbaum, leader of the 
Jewish Socialist Party (Bund), are held by the Nazis as 
hostages. Dr. Lydia Zamenhof, the daughter of the 
inventor of Esperanto, is among those under arrest in 
Warsaw. 


The Nazis have forbidden Jews to possess over 2,000 


zlotys (about £50) in cash. Jews are forbidden to buy 


clothes and shoes without special permits. 


CUZISTS STAGE A “COME-BACK ” 


Accepted in Rumanian Government 
Party 


ANTI-SEMITIC FORCES STRENGTHENED 


What is considered in Bucharest as a considerable 
strengthening of the anti-Semitic forces within the Gov- 
ernment “Front of National Rebirth,” the only legal poli- 
tical party in Rumania, has been accomplished by the 
adhesion en bloc to the front of the “ Union of Nationa! 
Conscience,” composed of the leading anti-Semitic 
intellectuals of Rumania. 

The inclusion of this extremist anti-Semitic group 
in the Government camp is announced in a com- 
muniqué issued by the Ministry of the Front of 
National Rebirth. The communiqué contains the ful! 
list of fifty-eight prominent members of the Union who 
have now been admitted to the Government Party. The 
list is headed by the names of three of the most 
notorious anti-Semites, Professor Alexander Cuza, the 
veteran of the anti-Semitic movement in Rumania; his 
son, Professor Gheorghe Cuza; and Professor Istrate 
Micescu, Dean of the Bucharest Bar Association and 
Minister for Foreign Affairs in the notorious anti-Jewish 
Goga Government. 

“The Rumanian Streicher ” 

Other newly admitted members of the Front are 
Nikifor Robu, a former Cuzist Deputy and Prefect of 
Czernowitz under the Goga Government, who earned 
himself the title of the “Rumanian Streicher” and 
was responsible for many anti-Jewish excesses ‘n 
different townships in Bukovina and «Moldavia; 
Gheorghe Ciolac, who indulged in similar rabid anti- 
Semitic activity both in and out of. Parliament; and 
Viadimir Novischi, whose terroristic regime in che 
Moldavian district of Balti is still remembered by ‘he 
Jewish population in that region. 

The Rumanian Press displays remarkable reticence 
in commenting upon this recent enlargement of ‘he 
National Front. While newspapers with more liberal 
and democratic tendencies, such as the TIMPUL, confine 
themselves to pointing out that the inclusion in the 
Front of a new group means a further step towards 
internal consolidation and appeasement, the Right-wing 
Press is much more outspoken as to the real significance 
of this important political move. The CURENTUL, for 
instance, recalling a statement made recently by one 
of the Cabinet Ministers at a Bucharest meeting ‘n 


_ which he announced new “ national commandmen's.” 


declares that the merger of the Cuzist Union with the 
National Front is all the more important just at the 
moment as it “coincides with the beginning of the

VILNA RIOTS SUPPRESSED 
Execution of Polish Jew-Baiter 


One Jew was killed and several Jews were injured 
in the anti-Semitic riots which broke out in Vilna early 
last week. Much damage was done to Jewish shops, 
which were raided and looted. The riots were the 
culmination of-a propaganda campaign conducted by 
the violently anti-Jewish Polish National Democratic 
(Endek) Party. Many hooligans were arrested by Soviet 
troops, and later the rioters were dispersed by 
Lithuanian troops. | 

On the Thursday, the rioting was renewed, and many 
Endeks were arrested. A policeman was killed. 

A Jewish delegation later called on the Lithuanian 
Prime Minister, :-M. Cernius, and the Minister of the 
Interior, who said they would firmly suppress any 
further disorders and would court-martial the rioters. 
The Government had already warned the police in Vilna 


to be on the alert.

‘Women and Children Evacuated 
SOVIET FRONTIER TENSION 


The evacuation of women and children from Finnish 
towns as a result of the Finnish-Russian tension has 
also affected the small Jewish population, which totals 
2,000. Almost the entire Jewish population of Vyborg, 
near the Russian frontier, has been evacuated to other 
places in Finland; and from Helsinki most of the 
Jewish children, women, and old people have been 
evacuated to the provinces. The Jewish elementary 
and secondary schools in Helsinki have been 
temporarily closed. 3 

A Jewish committee in Helsinki has raised a fund of 
half a million Finnish marks (about £2,500) as a 
voluntary contribution for national defence. The entire 
Jewish youth has been mobilised. 

Special prayers for the maintenance of the freedom 
and independence of Finland were recited at an inter- 
cession service held at the Helsinki Synagogue.

TURKEY DISCRIMINATES 
AGAINST JEWS 
Restriction on Army Recruits 


Turkish Jewry has learned with regret of a Govern- 
ment decision to exclude Jews from combatant units 
in the army, thus returning to the state of affairs which 
prevailed a few years ago. In future, Jews will not 
drill with arms, and will merely be placed at the <is- 
posal of the Turkish officers to act as attendants and 
orderlies. They will be given the option of serving 
with the forces for six months only, instead of eightecn 
months, if they are willing to pay a special military tax. 

In Brusa, the authorities have revived the order com- 
pelling the Jews to speak only Turkish in public places 
and streets. Those who ignore the order are threatened 
with expulsion from the city. The order was part of 
the plan to “ make Turkey Turkish,” and had no special 
anti-Jewish significance. 


A Zionist Paradox 


The authorities in Istanbul have confiscated a large 
number of books belonging to the Jewish Fraternal 
Society. The police appear to be searching for a secret 
Zionist body which was responsible for the sale of 


500 Zionist Shekalim and for the transfer of the money = 


to Palestine. Although the Turkish Government main- 
tas a friendly attitude towards Zionism, and is cer- 
tainly anxious to develop its trade relations with 
Palestine, it adheres to its totalitarian policy of keeping 
out of the country all political movements other than 

associated with the Government Party. Hence 
the Jews in Turkey are always confronted with the 
paradoxical situation of being refused permission to 
assist Zionist work in spite of the repeated proofs. given 
by the Government of its friendly attitude towards the

RUMANIA AIDS POLISH REFUGEES 
Hundreds Stranded in Suwalki No-Man’s-Land 


The 2,000 Polish-Jewish civilian refugees in Rumania 
are being well treated by the Government, which not only 
permits them to remain in certain districts but also pays 
towards their maintenance, Relief, however, is given only 
in the provinces and not in Bucharest, as the authorities 
wish to discourage the refugees from remaining in the 
capital. It is thought that the Government may later deduct 
the total of the relief advanced from the Polish gold fund in 
Rumania. 

The local Jewish Refugee Committee, which is taking 
all the necessary measures to provide immediate relief, is 
considering the possibilities of solving the whole problem 
within the next three months by emigration to Palestine 
and other overseas countries. Assistance in the relief work 
is being given by the American Jewish Joint Distribution 
—— which is also active among the refugees in 

ilna. 

The Lithuanian Government has agreed to admit 250 
Jewish refugees from the Polish town Suwalki, who had 
been stranded in the no-man’s-land between the new 
Lithuanian and German frontier. The group included 
many children, several of whom are said to have died of 
exposure. The refugees are now to be interned. Another 
thousand Jews were this week expelled from the Suwalki 
region by the German authorities; and they, too, are at 
present in no-man’s-land. 


Polish Minister’s London Visit 


M. Jan Stanczyk, the Minister for Public Welfare in 
the new Polish Government, has arrived in London on 
an unofficial visit, during which he will establish contacts 
with the Polish Relief Fund organisers, presided over by 
Lord Moyne, and other bodies trying to help the refugees. 
A similar fund is being created in Paris, and M. Stanczyk’s 
task will be to co-ordinate all such efforts. The new 
Minister is a prominent member of the Polish Socialist 
Party, and has been for many years Secretary-General of 
the Polish Miners’ Federation. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain and Viscount Halifax, the

RATIONING ARRANGEMENTS 


Question of Alternative Articles 


BACON AND HAM AND BUTTER 


I have been officially informed (writes a Jewisn 
CHRONICLE representative) that the question of permit- 
ting those who do not wish to use their bacon and ham 
coupons to obtain additional butter in lieu is still under 
discussion, and that no decision has yet been reached. 

Even if such permission be granted, it will depend 
upon the precise terms of the decision whether it will 
be on general grounds only or on those of religion as 
well. 

Should it be necessary to ration all the staple food- 
stuffs and fats, including meat, bacon, ham, butter and 
margarine, Jews would be given alternative rations of 
something else on the grounds of their religion. 

But since rationing now affects only butter, bacon, and 
ham, and Jews are in any case forbidden to eat bacon or 
ham, there would appear no reason why, so far as the 
present position of rationing is concerned, they should 
be granted an extra butter ration as a substitute on 
grounds of religious scruples. 

It occurs to me that, in the present rationing scheme, | 
the vegetarians’ case in requiring additional butter rests 
on much stronger grounds.

JEW’S ABSENCE FROM WORK 
ON HOLY-DAY 


At the Clerkenwell County Court last week, Mr. Registrar 
Friend (who is a Jew) said that a Jew was not entitled to 
absent himself from employment on a Jewish Holy-day. 
The case before him was that of Jack Phillips, of Hill- 
martin Road, N., who sued William Caley, of Holloway 
Road, manager of a hairdresser’s business, for £2 5s. wages 
in lieu of notice. 7 

Phillips said that when he took the situation he told Mr. 
Caley that he would want the day off in September to 
observe a Jewish Holy-day. As the day approached he 
reminded his employer of the arrangement. Mr. Caley then 
pointed out that as another employee had been called up 
the saloon would have to be closed if Phillips absented 
himself. Phillips said he stayed away from work, and was 
dismissed. 

Giving judgment for Mr. Caley, the Registrar said he 
had not to decide whether the Jews were a nation. The 
Jewish day was not a national holiday, and he had to decide 
the issue according to the law. In war-time it was not 
always possible to give holidays for religious observance. 
By absenting himself to observe a religious festival in the 
circumstances, Phillips was guilty cf misconduct. 


WAGE INCREASE FOR LADIES’ TAILORS 


Wage increases of 10 per cent. on their pre-war earnings — 
have been secured by more than 30,000 London workers in 
the ladies’ garment trade. This follows the acceptance by

WAR AIMS 


THE mediation offer of the Dutch and Belgian 
Sovereigns was prompted, no doubt, by the imminent 
danger of Nazi aggression on their own territories, as 
well as by purely humanitarian considerations. On 
both these grounds it deserves, and will undoubtedly 
receive, the sympathy of those other nations which 
are at this moment rightly struggling to be free. Both 
Holland and Belgium have, in their dealings with their 
subjects of all creeds and races, and in their relations 
with other States, set high standards of rectitude and 
honour. From no more worthy or fitter source, there- 
fore, could an effort for peace have emanated. 


Their démarche inevitably raises the questions 
“What are we fighting for?” and “What are our 
aims?” These queries have, indeed, more than once 
been. answered in general terms, and that reply was 
re-stated by Lorp Ha.irax this week, with a clarity 
and ethical force which compel earnest attention. 
This war can, in point of fact, be described in a short 
sentence. It is a war of moral standards. The issue 
between the two sides is whether or not human affairs 
are to be governed by moral, which are in essence 
religious, principles; whether a conscienceless des- 
potism is to be allowed to trample down God-given 
rights, tearing communities up by the roots and scaj- 
tering them broadcast, and stealing, slaying, and 
burning in its insane drive to power, or whether the 


eternal laws enshrined in all the great faiths, and not. 


least in Judaism, are to be respected and obeyed in 
human governance. That is the issue, briefly stated; 
and until that issue is decided,: the very fate of the 
world must remain in agonising doubt. 


The moral, or religious, side was plainly proclaimed 
by Mr. CHAMBERLAIN a few minutes after the war was 
begun: “It js the evil things we shall be fighting 
against-—brute force, bad faith, injustice, oppression, 
and persecution.” Who among even the most pacific 
and the least hostile to Nazidom can, in the light of 
the wanton enslavement of independent nations, the 
horrors of the concentration camps, and the torture of 
Catholics, Jews, and men of liberal mind, contest the 
palpable truth of that declaration? It was put, at 
greater length, by the Foreign Secretary : 

“We are fighting,” he said, “in defence of freedom; 
we are fighting for peace; we are meeting a challenge to 
our Own security and that of others, we are defending 
the rights of all nations to live their own lives. We are 
fighting against the substitution of brute force for law 
as the arbiter between nations, against the violation of 


the sanctity of treaties and disregard for the prodeee 
word.” 


It must accordingly be our resolve, he went on, not 
only to protect the future from the repetition of the 
same injuries that German aggression has inflicted on 
Europe in these last few years, but also, as far as we 
can, to repair the damage successively wrought by 
Germany upon her weaker neighbours — a vital pur- 
pose, be it noted, which should surely cover not only 
acts of territorial aggression but the banditry perpe- 
trated against communities and individuals. Such an 
assumption, indeed, is implicit in his words which 
immediately followed. “That purpose,” he said, 
“must be the stronger as it is reinforced by know- 
ledge of the cruel persecution of causes and sane: at 
the hands of ruthless men in Germany.” ; 


Lorp HALIFax agreed that in general it is no busi- 


mess of one nation to interfere in the imternal 


administration of another. But, he went on, when the 


challenge in the sphere of international relations 1s 
sharpened, as to-day in Germany, by the denial to men 
and women of elementary human rights, that challenge 
is at once extended to something instinctive and pro- 
found in the universal conscience of mankind. Herein 
we reach the stark truth of the matter. The Nazi 
barbarities have revolted the human conscience, that 
conscience which is the voice of God. 

Calamitous and- lamentable as is this war, it can 
only end when the sovereignty of religious law and the 
human conscience is restored. “We are fighting,” 
says Lorp Ha.irax, “ to maintain the rule of law and 
the quality of mercy in dealings between man and 
man and in the great Society of civilised States.” 
Short of victory, who will be rash enough to deny 
that it will be good-bye to all human hopes and that 
the very word civilisation must perish from human 
lips? 

As the result of this war a new world must be con- 
trived which will be grounded in all-round justice, and 
which will, in Lord Halifax's words, “enlist the 
co-operation of all peoples on a basis of human, 
equality, self-respect, and mutual tolerance.” It is the 
old Bible teaching writ large—“ Love thy neighbour 
as thyself “—thou shalt not rob him, nor remove his 
landmark, nor cast him into Egyptian bondage, nor 


-dye your hand in his blood. 


And one more word must be added. “ Human 
equality ” implies justice for all men not as Jews or 
Catholics, not as members of minorities, but simply 
and solely as human beings. Mi£norities imply dis- 
tinctions between citizen and citizen. The very term 
has sunk into disrepute through recent happenings. 
It should be discarded as far as possible. When the 
peace conference meets, as meet it will, it must be 
primarily a conference for the vindication of human 
rights, and its final: purpose must be to exorcise the 
spirit of hostility that divides man from man and 
nation from nation and leads straight to wars. This 
task of securing peace amongst diverse elements, par- 
ticularly within the nations, may be heavy and long. 
But given the patient achievement of these ultimate 
ends, the present travail will not be in vain and the 
first page of a new and happier history will, be written. 
Without it the long struggle against wrong must and 
will go on until the world is made fit for decent men 
to live in without fear and in sure and abiding peace. 


THE BUTTER RATION | 

It is\ to be hoped that no plea will be made by 
observant Jews for an extra ration of butter on the 
ground that they abstain from bacon and ham. ‘Such 
a request would have no justification, seeing that the 
proposed rationing would not, except in so far as butter 
was concerned, reduce their dietary, and even this 
reduction would be shared by their non-Jewish fellows. 
Moreover, to ask it would be to invite unfavourable 
comment, just as to refrain from doing so would be a 
gesture of Jewish goodwill in these times of national 
trial. It may be, however, that all fats will later on be 
included in the rationing system, and in that case the 
matter might call for further consideration. Even in 
that event, any concessions made should be extended 
to all non-bacon eaters, such as vegetarians, or those 
acting for dietetic reasons. In the present calamity, 
all must be for the State, and personal cravings, 
however keen, which run contrary to its supreme 
interests can only be willingly, if not gladly, renounced. 


THE EVACUEES 

THe. evacuation problem is proving a thorny one for 
the nation, but it need hardly be said, at this stage, 
that it also presents serious and special difficulties for 
Jews, which they will shirk only at their own heavy 
cost. In part these are religious and educational, but in 
part, too, they are social, touching the relations of Jewish 
evacuees with their fellow-citizens. Thousands of Jewish 
men, women, and children of varying degree of culture 
and Anglicisation are suddenly uprooted from their 
accustomed environment and thrown higgledy-piggledy 
into a strange environment, and perhaps among some 


people who have never before set eyes on a Jew. Their 
past experiences, their background, and in some respect 
their outlook, as well as their faces, are different from 
those of their hosts. Here, then, is a first-class risk of 
mutual misunderstanding and of a crop of resultant 
mischief in districts hitherto free from it. In short, 
evacuation, unless adequate measures are taken, can 
become the harbinger of new waves of anti-Semitism. 
It says much for Jewish teachers and ministers, and for 
non-Jews of high and generous instincts, that this mis- 
fortune has in many cases been averted. But there are 
other cases in which the same happy development has, 
owing to lack of supervision and guidance, not attended 
us. That situation cannot be permitted to continue. 
Further delay means asking for trouble—and getting it. 


DILLY DALLY 


Tue Board of Deputies called a conference on the 
question last Sunday, and the conference set up a 


Central Jewish Committee for Evacuation Problems. 
Without wishing to pre-judge the work of this body, 


theré are one or two urgent questions which must be 
answered. Twenty-nine. organisations repre- 
sented at the meeting. Why has it up till now been 'eft 
to this extraordinarily large group, many of them .o 
doubt doing excellent work in their particular spheres, 
to tackle their tasks independently and without central 
direction? Where has been the foresight which could 
not fail to realise that difficulties would arise as soon 
as evacuation began, and which accordingly thought 
out a comprehensive plan for dealing with them? Had 


‘this quality existed in any recognisable measure, then, 


instead of the distant hope that a single individual 
would be appointed as a sort of peripatetic visitor, to 
look after Jewish-Christian relations in the evacuation 
areas, a permanent and adequately paid officer would 
have been appointed in every centre of considerable 
Jewish concentration, with the duty of maintaining 
close touch with the evacuees, their hosts, and the 
authorities, and armed with the authority to deal with 
difficulties as they arose. 


Such Jewish evacuation officers could have 
relieved non-Jewish authorities of much of | their 
billeting troubles arising from specifically Jewish 
problems. They could have explained. They could 
have exerted pressure, where needed, on Jewish parents 
and children. And in the event of a number of 
children proving hard to settle satisfactorily among 
non-Jews would have had at hand the necessary 


machinery for establishing hostels so that the evacuees 


could have been prevented from becoming the uncon- 
scious carriers of anti-Semitism. 


LIVING FOR THE DAY 


UNFORTUNATELY, no such steps were taken. There 
was none of the looking ahead and thinking ahead, 


such as the Emergency Directorate advocated in these 


columns might have supplied. More than ever the 
Community lived for the day, even for the hour, bliss- 
fully unconscious that a crisis had come, and ‘hen 


only sitting up and taking notice when the menace was 


already upon them. This is not leadership but the 
bankruptcy of it, and it must, if continued, in circum- 
stances like the present, fill all reasoning men with fear 
and foreboding. At the back of many of our problems, 
and the inertia which fails to confront them resolutely, 
lies, no doubt, the question of finance. But even in 
this vital respect there is no planning. And so we 0 
fumbling on. Mischief has already been done in some 
of the evacuation areas. It will cost much more to 
undo it than would have been entailed by measures of 
protection initiated resolutely and taken. betimes. 


JEWS IN THE SERVICES 


IN urging Jewish members of the Forces to register 
their names last week, so that a record could be 
obtained for future use, we appealed to them to send 
the particulars to the Jewish Chaplain’s office at 
Woburn House or to another organisation. It |.as © 
been represented that this would involve overlapping, 
and accordingly, and without disparagement of the ~ 
work performed by the other body, we would suggest 
that names should be sent to the Jewish Chaplain 
alone. Nobody in the Community would be anxious 
to foster overlapping. Too much of it exists already. 
At the same time, we would reiterate our request 10 
our co-religionists in the armed forces. Compliance 
with it is an urgent necessity. Facts are one antidote 
against slander which on no account should be neglected. 
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A SCANDAL 


Last Sunday 1,200 religious services were held for 
the British troops in France, Not a single one of them 
was a Jewish service. It is difficult to restrain one’s 
impatience with those of our Communal leaders who 
must be reckoned ultimately responsible for this 
omission, or to describe it otherwise than as a down- 
right scandal. What kind of impression could such 
neglect have made on the chaplains and laymen of 
other denominations? What sort of inferences can 
they have drawn? Who could blame them if they nad 
assumed either that there were no Jewish soldiers in 
the Expeditionary Force, or that if there were they 
were paganised individuals out of touch with spiritual 
sentiments? Or perhaps they inferred that the pagans 
were not the Jewish soldiers but the Jewish Community 
on the Home Front who, apparently, cared naught 
for the religious needs of their co-religionists, and did 
naught to satisfy them. Any one of these inevitable 
deductions would be calculated to belittle English 
Jews in Christian eyes, to stamp them as out .of 
sympathy with deep British sentiment, and to set up 


a barrier, in this time of all others, between them and - 


their fellow-citizens. We repeat that this act of neglect 
was an intolerable scandal. 


NO CHAPLAIN IN FRANCE 


Ir may be thought that there are not yet sufficient 
Jews at the Front to warrant the holding of at least one 
service. But the known facts contradict any such 
defence, and they would look stronger still if the full 
numbers of the Jewish troops could be ascertained. 
No, the only reason why there was no Jewish service 
is the simple one that there was no Jewish Chaplain at 
the Front to arrange one. -One of the great religions 
of the world—the mother-religion of the Christian 
faith—is just not represented. She has abdicated, and 
handed over her mission to her daughters. As a matter 
of cold fact, the Jewish Chaplaincy in this war has 
hardly come into being at all. It is still, after more 
than two months of hostilities, on a peace footing. 
Only two commissioned Jewish Chaplains are func- 
tioning, and these, as has been indicated, only among 
the Jews still in training. Both of them, it is believed, 
are only too anxious to go out and minister to the 
troops at the ‘Front, but partly through muddle and 
slackness on the part of the Communal powers-that-be, 
partly because of the large numbers of Jews still in 
training in this country, has this step been delayed. The 
efficiency and selfless enthusiasm of the two com- 
missioned Chaplains only stresses the need. for more such 
men, 


As for those Jewish troops still in training, their 
numbers, of course, are constantly increasing. Already 
it is possible to get three-figure attendances at a single 
service. What, if anything, is being done to meet ihe 
developing needs? As far as can be ascertained no 
additional Chaplains are being trained. To call on 
local Ministers to fill deficiencies; as is being done, is 
at most a second-best plan. These men, however 
willing, cannot enjoy the status of Chaplains who hold 
His Majesty’s Commission, and the employment of 
these civilians side by side with the regular Christian 
Padres cannot but be felt by the Jewish ‘soldiers as a 
galling slight on the Jewish Community's prestige. 


NEITHER MEN NOR MONEY 


As for the Royal Air Force, in which also a 
considerable number of Jews are to be found, there 
are no Jewish Chaplains at all. The same holds good 
of the various women’s national service organisations 
in which the many Jewesses who are enrolled are just 
forgotten women. It has occurred to no one that they 
might harbour spiritual longings. To cap all, the 


Jewish War Services Committee complains of lack of - 


funds to defray even paltry expenditures. We ask our 
leaders whether they are proud, as English Jews, of all 
this sorry situation. Is this fecklessness or inertia in 
matters of paramount interest conducive either to their 
Prestige or to the well-being of the dumb sheep of 
which they are the more or less recognised shepherds? 
Drift, drift, drift. No vigorous impulse, no competent 
Organisation, no response to what would be the dearest 
wishes of those they lead. It is time, to adapt a 


common phrase, to get a lead on. At least let a Jewish . 


Chaplain be sent to France forthwith, so that our lads 
at the Front shall have the religious satisfaction they 
need, and their brethren at home shall not be shamed. 


MORE LIGHT ON NAZI INTRIGUE 


EVERY now and then the curtain is lifted a little on 
the Nazi machinations in this country. The latest of 
these exposures is made by the Lord Provost of 
Glasgow. Among other things he tells us that the local 
German Consul did a considerable amount of enter- 
taining at the Consulate, taking pains to cultivate many 
of the leading industrialists and employers of labour 
in the district, but never troubling to learn the point or 
view of the workers—a significant preference. Further, 
he ran at least three classes for the ostensible purpose 
of studying the German language, but really as vehicles 
for Nazi propaganda. He was probably the only 
Consul in the City who contravened the diplomatic 
rules by engaging in active political propaganda, and 
—the important feature of these disclosures-—** he 
associated himself with all schemes connected’ with 
Fascism.” In short, he abused his position in every 
direction, and under his official cloak acted as a full- 
blooded Nazi propaganda agent in the country which 


meekly afforded him hospitality. We are bound to say 


“ meekly,” because the tolerance extended to him and 


probably many more of his kind passeth all under- 
standing. 


ANOTHER WHITE PAPER? 


NEVERTHELESS the authorities have shown from time 
to time a certain impatience and have not shrunk from 
summary action. Readers will recall, for instance, the 
expulsion of a number. of German journalists, and, 
more recently, of the Glasgow Consul’s official brother 
at Liverpool. The Home Office must unquestionably have 
a vast amount of evidence against others guilty of con- 


duct similar to that which earned a just retribution in the - 


cases mentioned. Is it too much to hope that, in fue 
course, they will give it to the country in the form of 
another White Paper? The picture of these Nazi son- 
spirators, digging and delving and _ industriously 
spinning their insidious plots, should prove revealing, 
if not exciting, besides awakening Britons to the 
danger by which they are even to-day still beset. [he 
fact that the Glasgow German Consul associated him- 
self. with all schemes connected with Fascism is 
particularly to be noted. It is one more damning 
confirmation: of the link which has existed between 
disloyal British. Fascists and their Nazi mentors, though 
it seems more than a generous measure of forbearance 


to punish the principals and let their tools go scot 
free. 


Meanwhile the latest revelation should move the 
Jewish Community to extra vigilance. For the poison 
of anti-Semitism, which has been and still is a major 
Nazi weapon in this country, cannot be extruded 
immediately its sources are stopped. The difficulty 
here is that most of the voluntary Jewish defence 
speakers have been called up or have, unlike their 
Fascist opposite numbers, volunteered for service. 
Could not some of the older ones among us take their 
place, and thus do a stroke of good work for the 
Community and the nation alike? —

CENTRAL COMMITTEE FOR 
JEWISH EDUCATION 


Tribute to Mr. H. M. Adler 


In the opening pages of the seventeenth annual report 
—June, 1938, to June, 1939—of the Central Committee 
for Jewish Education, issued by the Jewish Memorial 
Council, Woburn House, regret is expressed at the 
resignation of Mr. Herbert M. Adler from the office of 
Director of Jewish Education. 

“Since May, 1922,” states the report, “ the Community 
has had the inestimable benefit of Mr. Adler's selfless and 
whole-hearted devotion to the task he then undertook, and 


his judgment. The Central Committee are grateful to him 
for having maintained a high standard in the religious 
education of Anglo-Jewry.” 


Grants to Classes 


The number of classes receiving grants from the Central 
Committee, says the report, is now thirty-seven. In 1938, 
grants im aid of the ‘various teachers’ training centres 
amounted to £673, of which £415 was devoted to the Jewish 
Higher Education Centre in London. There has been the 
substantial increase of £600 in the amount received for 
Jewish educational purposes from the parent bodies of the 
London Board of Shechita, the total being £3,018. During 
the year under review the Central Committee made the 


- following grants: 


Talmud Torah Trust £979, Jewish Religious Education Board 
£895. Jewish Higher Education Centre £133, Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes £585, Non-Provided Schools £100, 
Yeshivah Etz Chaim (for evening classes) £80, London Organis- 
ing Council for Jewish Education £51. Tifereth Bachurim £10. 


The Books Department 


There is still a- great demand for books from the Mrs. 
Nathaniel Louis Cohen Library. Its existence has altracted 
numerous inquiries for information concerning publications 
and guidance as to the books helpful for various courses of 
study. The number of volumes added to the library during 
the year was 105, and the value of the books sold by the 
books department during the year £1,674. 

Earnest consideration has been given by the Central 
Committee to the problem of the provision of religious 
education for German refugee children, and they have taken 
part in the activities of the Joint Synagogal body set up to 
deal with the question. 

The report contains details of the many visits to religion 
classes paid by the Director of Education all over the 
country, and his personal views on the subject of religious 
education, efc.. occupy many pages. Particulars are 
also given of religion classes in the Dominions, and 
there is a long list printed of textbooks recommended for 
study in the classrooms, and those suitable for presentation 
as prizes.

The declaration embodies five points, which Mr. Bailey 
read out to the meeting, the fourth being: “The ensuring 
of the essential democratic rights of all peoples, including 
the Polish, Czech. and Slovak peoples, and the Jewish 
race.

THE MANCHESTER EVACUEES 
Dangers of Assimilation 


[From our Correspondent) 


The Finance Committee of the Evacuation Co-ordin- 
ating Committee of the Council of Manchester ang 
Salford Jews met on Sunday morning, with Mr. Nathan 
Laski, J.P., in the Chair. A report from the Education 
Sub-Committee was presented by Rabbi Dr. A. 
Altmann, Chairman, and the Rev. Bernard Casper, 
Hon. Secretary. They said that teachers under their 
auspices were now visiting the Jewish children in severa| 
reception areas in order to conduct services and impart 
Jewish instruction to them. Friendly co-operation 
was forthcoming from the various local Education 
Authorities concerned. 


An Education Programme 


The following are extracts from the memorandum 
submitted to the meeting by Mr. Casper: 


The ultimate aim of Jewish education at all times is the 
preservation of the Jewish people. It is directed towards 
assuring that there shall be future generations of Jews. Seldom 
have we had need of appreciating that aim more than to-day. 

A complete generation of children has been removed far 
from all Jewish environment for an indefinite period. In these 
circumstances, it is clear beyond all doubt that, divorced as 
our children are from the influence of their parents, of their 
homes; of the synagogue and of various other Jewish associa- 
tions to which they have been accustomed in town, and living 
as they are now in totally different surroundings, they. will, 


.as time goes on, inevitably become more and more assimilated. 


When one comes across authenticated cases of Jewish 
children even attending church on. Sundays with their well- 
meaning hosts, the urgency of the problem is pressed home, 
and .one realises that immediate action is imperative. 

special conditions call for more, not less, Hebrew 
instruction than previously. The absence of a Jewish home life 
has ‘to be compensated for, and the Education Committee is 
therefore unanimous in its rejection of the idea of a minimum 
education to meet emergency conditions. 

The Education Committee is of the opinion that a golden 
opportunity presents itself for youth movements like Habonim. 
but insists that any activities undertaken by such movements 
or by any other voluntary helpers can only be supplementary 
to, and cannot take the place of, the routine work of regular 
Hebrew and religious instruction. 


Need for Pooled Effort 


In conclusion, the report paid a tribute to the 
Manchester Talmud Torah for arranging Jewish 
education in certain reception areas, and stated that the 
Joint Evacuation Committee had now to take financial 
responsibility for a further six areas not covered by 
the Talmud Torah. The best way of tackling the 
problem still seemed to lie in a pooled financial effort 
on the part of the whole community—whose represen- 
tative the Joint Committee was—using the machinery 
and administration already in existence of the Talmud 
Torah. 

After Mr. Laski and others had expressed the View 
that the question of education should be dealt with 
without any further delay, the meeting decided to adopt 
and put into effect the scheme proposed by the Educa- 
tion Committee, which provided for the appointment

Public and Communal Worker 
Mr. Isidore Wartski, the well-known communal and 


public worker and Governing Director of Wartski’s, 


Ltd., became Mayor of Bangor, North Wales, yesterday 
(Thursday). Both Mr. Wartski and Mrs. Wartski, the 
Mayoress, are very popular in Bangor and their eleva- 
tion to the Mayoralty has been received with much 
satisfaction. 


The new Mayor is the son of Mr. Morris Wartski, of 
Liandudno, who founded the Bangor and Llandudno Jewish 
Congregations. He has the distinction of being the first 
Jewish Mayor in Wales. Mr. Wartski has been a member 
of the Bangor City Council for fifteen years and is Chair- 
man of the Rating Committee. He is a member of the 
Council of the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade, London, and 
has been Chairman of the Bangor Chamber of Commerce 
and the North Wales United Holiday Resorts Association. 
He was, until recently, a member of the Deputies of British 
Jews, and has since been co-opted as a corresponding 
member. He is assisting in the after-care work for refugees. 

Mrs. Wartski is the daughter of Mrs. and the late Joseph 
Hess, of Liverpool, and a cousin of Viscount Samuel. Her 
grandfather was one of the founders of the first Jewish 
Community of Liverpool. She has identified herself with 
the social and public life of Bangor, and is Commandant 
of No. 4 Carnarvonshire Detachment of the British Red 
Cross Society. With her husband she has taken a keen 
interest in the welfare of Jewish evacuees in Bangor, and 
both have helped the Liverpool Talmud Torah in inaugurat- 
ing the communal centre which will shortly be opened to 
provide religious services, education, and meals. 

Both the Mayor and Mayoress are keen Rotarians. Mr. 
Wartski is President of his Club, and has been re-elected 
Chairman of International Service for his district, Mersey- 
side, and North Wales. Mrs. Wartski is President of the 
Inner Wheel Club and has been President of the district. 
She was also a delegate for the National Council of Women 
in 1938.

LONDON REGIONAL 
CONFERENCE 


White Paper Truce Must 
be Mutual 


ANSWER TO CRITICISMS OF 
EXECUTIVE 


Postponed from the Sunday on which war was 
declared, the first of what was announced to be a 
monthly series of London Regional Conferences organ- 
ised by the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ire- 
land was held last Sunday afternoon at Woburn House. 

Mr. P. Horowitz presided. 

Delivering the principal address, Professor  S. 
Brodetsky, member of the Zionist Executive, said he 
had noticed criticism of the Executive—that it had not 
expressed the policy of the Zionist Organisation in view 
of the war. If it was expected from the Executive to 
give a lead in the sense of declaring that. their work 
went on, he would look upon that as an insult to the 
intelligence both of the Executive and of the average 
Jew. The need for Zionism was obviously far greater 


than it had ever been. 


The Demand for a Statement of Policy 


It had been asked, should not the Executive have 
declared sorne political basis for its activities at the pre- 
sent moment? That criticism was unjustified, because 
there were even more powerful political. bodies which 
had declined so far to make any statement of policy 


with regard to the future. All the Jewish people could 


say was what they wanted. But that was not the same 
as making a statement of policy, because the political 
problem was extraordinarily complicated. 

It had been their business, said Professor Brodetsky, 


to see what had been the effect of the war upon the -; 


Zionist position; to see how the various political influ- 
ences which had to do with them had been affected, 
and how they could be dealt with. There were so many 
problems of enormous magnitude that he thought the 
Zionist Executive would have been very foolish if within 
two months of the outbreak of the war it had come out 
with a statement of policy. 


The Truce on Government's Programme 


Dealing with the White Paper, Professor Brodetsky 
said the war had interrupted all political controversy 
which was irrelevant to it and they had a right to expect 
the Government to take no further step than had 
already been taken before September 3, because that 
was the date when the truce began in regard to all 
matters of policy which were irrelevant to the war. 


But if they were not to engage in such controversy the. 


Government must not take any action which might 
provoke controversy. 


Stressing the gravity of the financial problem ia 
Palestine, Professo Brodetsky said that details were 
being worked out for strengthening the economic struc 
ture of Palestine, to make it possible for the Yishuv to 
develop its security more than ever before and place 
itself at the disposal of Great Britain and the Allies if 
the necessity should arise. 

A statement on organisation was made by Mr. 
S. Temkin, who strongly stressed the need of strengthen- 
ing the existing Zionist Societies and creating new ones. 

Before the Conference, which was attended by about 
100 people, adjourned for a month, two resolutions 
were adopted. 

One declared the Conference's firm determination to 
carry on with Zionist work and to help mobilise the 
whole of Anglo-Jewry for the support of Zionist aims, 
and the other pledged its full support to the Zionist 
Organisation and its leaders for their declared aim to 
strengthen the Yishuv and to safeguard Jewish national 
interests in Palestine. ; 

The principal aim of the Conference, said the Chair- 
man, was to realise the necessity for carrying on. 


BRITISH LABOUR STANDS BY 
ZIONISM 


Cable to American Convention 


The following telegram was -cnt by the British Labour 
Party to the American Jewish Labour Convention on 
Palestine, which opened in New York last Saturday: 

“On behalf of the British Labour Party I send frater- 
nal greetings and good wishes for a successful Confer- 
ence. We recognise that as Jews and as trade. unionists 
you have a double ground for your fight against Nazi 
despotism. Along with Socialists, Liberals, Democrats, 
and Catholics, our comrades have suffered the common 
tyranny and Jied under the same Nazi tortures. 

“In the present conflict British Labour is standing for 
freedom and a decent civilisation in Europe and through- 
out the world. We have recognised the great work 
which Jewish friends have achieved in Palestine. We 
believe with you that, given proper opportunities, the 
development of the Jewish Home can be extended and 
enhanced and fair conditions created for Jewish and 
Arab workers alike. 

“The Jewish persecution is a sinister page im our 
modern history and the preservation of Jewish freedom 
is a moral obligation upon. all the nations still claiming 
to be civilised. British responsibility under the mandate 
for its share of the task cannot be minimised. 

“ British Labour remains now as always fully alive 
to that responsibility and now as always in hearty com- 
radeship .with American Jewish Socialists and trade 
unionists in seeking to achieve our common international 
purposes.—MIDDLETON, Secretary.”

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‘THE ZIONIST EXECUTIVE 


Objection to Method of 
Enlargement 


NOMINEES NOT ACCEPTABLE 
[From a Correspondent) 


The report of the impending changes in the Zionist 
Executive published recently in Tar Jewisn CHRONICLE 
came as a surprise to many leading Zionists, and has 
called forth serious protests. 

While recognising that the strengthening of the 
personnel of the London Executive, especially in view 
of Dr. Weizmann’s departure for the United States, is 
imperative, a number of Zionist Federations and some 
of the parties have expressed disapproval of the pro- 
posal, which, it ts understood, is favoured by Dr. 
Weizmann, to secure the appointment of Professor 
Namuer and Mr. Locker. 

As to the first, the Opposition maintains that he does 
not represent a definite shade of opinion of the Move- 
ment. Although he lives in England, he was not 
included in the British Delegation to the Congress, fail- 
ing to obtain a nomination. The appointment of Mr. 
Locker, though, of course, not objected to on persona! 
grounds, would nevertheless upset the balance of forces 
in the Organisation. For he represents the Left Wing, 
which is already sufficiently powerful in the Executive. 


Proportionate Representation 


It ought to be remembered that the Executive com- 
prises representatives of Zionist parties in accordance 
with their numerical strength at Congress. This “ key ” 
is strictly enforced. Should the Left Wing receive an 
additional member on the Executive, it should inevitably 
lead to a proportionate increase of the representation of 
other parties, excluding the Jewish State Party. which 
does not particrpate in the present coalition. Incident- 
ally, Professor Namier docs not consider himself to be 
a member of the General Zionists “A, 
.quently this party would not recognise him as their 
representative. 

The resolution of protest, passed by the Confedera- 
tion of General Zionists and supported by the Officers 
of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain, which 
strongly opposes the suggested changes in the present 
Structure of the Zionist Executive, and therefore in the 
Jewish Agency, has caused considerable surprise. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Position 


Until the report of the proposed alterations appeared 
in THe JewisH CHRONICLE, it was presumed that tn 
making his proposals, Dr. Weizmann was acting 1n this 
matter with the sympathy of the entire Executive, of 
which the General Zionists form a considerable part. 
It seems, however, that this was not the case. The 
General Zionists do not consider the appointment of 
Professor Namier would constitute that increase mm their 
representation on the Executive which they are 
demanding. 

It would not be correct to attribute the Opposition 
of the Zionist Federation and the Confederation. of 
General Zionists to their desire “to avoid party con- 
troversy and discussion” at the present time. The 
General Zionists are in favour of widening the basis 
of the Zionist Executive and strengthening its London 
section. But they maintain that u its for them to 
propose the most suitable candidates, both to represent 
their views and be the right men in the right place. 


Need for Agency Meeting 
As to the necessity of holding a meeting of the 
Council of the Jewish Agency to elect the Agency 
Executive, it is recognised that such a meeting ought to 
take place as soon as possible (in accordance with the 
Constitution of the Agency) in order to legalise the 
changes which will result, 
It should, however, be pointed out that the non- 
Zionist part of the Agency. is not functioning effectively. 
The meetings are usually attended by only a small 
number and one can hardly be quickly assembled to-day 
as the Americans cannot be expected to travel to 
Europe for this purpose. | 
The meeting of the smaller 
opened in Jerusalem yesterday. It wil have to deal 
with all these questions. One can safely foretell that 
the Zionist Executive will be enlarged by the inclusion 
of a number of new members; but it is more than 
doubtful whether the London proposals will be accepted.

WARSAW ZIONISM IN EXILE 


Poles Escape to Vilna 


ATTEMPT TO RE-ESTABLISH 
MOVEMENT 


“Warsaw Zionism in Exile” has been organised in 
Vilna by escaped Zionist leaders who have begun prac- 
tical Palestine work for a thousand refugees from 
Poland, including 600 trained chalutzim. 

Zionist leaders from Warsaw are co-operating with 
local Zionists in Vilna and have also established contact 
with the Zionists in Kaunas. They are also helping in 
unifying the Movement in Lithuania with that in the 
newly-acquired district of Vilna. 

A special commission is organising the distribution of 
food and finding houses for refugees. The commission 
is supplying 700 meals a day. 


The Palestine Office of Warsaw has been reorganised — 


in Vilna under the direction of M. Rafael Shafar. It 
is trying to establish contact with the Jewish Agency 
headquarters in Jerusalem and London with a view to 
restarting the flow of immigrants to Palestine. 

All the offices of the Zionist organisations in Warsaw 
were burnt down. The training farms of the chalutzim 
in the. Nazi-occupied territories have been dissolved, 
with the exception of two or three near Lodz and 
Bendin, where, it is reported, the training of chalutzim is 
still proceeding with the consent of the Nazi authorities. 

The branch of the Palestine Maritime League in 
Gdynia has been dissolved and many of its members 
have fled ‘n fishing smacks to Denmark. Their fate is 
unknown. 

It is reported from the German-occupied areas that 
Zionist youth groups are trying to cross over the Soviet 
frontier in the hope of reaching Odessa and then pro- 
ceeding to Palestine. It is not known, however, whether 
any of them have succeeded in crossing the frontier. 

The Ort Vocational schools in Warsaw are not func- 
tioning. The Director of the Ort Vocational Retraining 
Department, Engineer Jaszunski, is still in Warsaw, but 
most of his staff have escaped. Mr. 1. Berman, the car- 
pentry instructor, is in Vilna. Several of the schools 
were badly damaged in the bombardment. 


“MIZRACHI FEDERATION 


War-time Adjustment 


The reorientation of the activities of the Mizrachi im 
this country was one of the subjects under discussion at a 
meeting of the Executive of the Mizrachi Federation of 
Great Britain and treland held at 78, New Oxford Street; 
W.C.1. at which Mr S. E. Sklan, Chairman of the Federa- 
tion, presided. 

[he discussion was opened by Mr. Myer Silverstone, who 
said it was the duty of the executive to give a lead to its 
constituent societies as well as to other Anglo-Jewish bodies 
on the changes necessitated by the present conditions. It 
was decided to take preliminary steps to ascertain what was 
already being done and then call a. special meeting. 

The Chairman reported that the offices of the Federation 
had. thanks to the helo of Mr. W. N. Wiilhiams, been 
removed to 78, New Oxford Street. W.C.1_ (Telephone: 
Museum 9322). 

Vir. W. N- Williams was re-electet delegate to the World 
Jewish Congress. A message from Rabbi Meier Berlin was 
reid appealing for a fund-raising efiort in this country 
owing to the failing income of many other countries, while 
demands in Palestine were greater. It was decided to send 
as large a remittance as possible to the Mizrachi Palestine 
Fund in Jerusalem. 


MANCHESTER CENTRAL COUNCIL

A YOUTH ALIYAH FILM 


“New Life and New Happiness ”’ 


WHAT PRACTICAL IDEALISTS HAVE DONE 


“The work of the Youth Aliyah continues despite, and 
because of, the war. Proof of this is the fact that only 
this week 125 children from Germany entered Palestine.” 
This statement was made by the Marchioness of Reading 
last week. She was introducing the new sound film, 
“There is Hope For Thy Children,” made for Youth 
Aliyah, which was previewed at Gaumont Theatre Film 
House, Wardour Street, W.1. 

“Six thousand boys and girls,” the Marchioness said. 
“have been taken from Germany and put into training in 
Palestine. Fifty per cent. have received their two years’ 
training and are self-supporting. In England, 500 children 
are being trained in different farms in Kent, Wales, and 
Hampshire. There is new life and new happiness in Eretz 
Yisrael,” she concluded.

exposition, would have been better, but the story told is so 
encouraging that Jewish audiences will be moved. one 
hopes, to further munificent support of the Aliyah move- 


ment.” 
Two Years’ Work 


When the war wes threatening. it was considered advisable 
to cancel the Third World Youth Aliyah Conference, 
which was to have been held in Amsterdam early in 
September. A report, however. which was issued for the 
conference, covering the years 1937 to 1939, will keep on 
record the tremendously important work of the Children 
and Youth Aliyah (Society for the Immigration of Jewish 
Boys and Girls into Palestine), which had branches in most 
countries possessing. Jewish. communities. 

The facts as set down form a moving and really exciting . 
recital of what has been accomplished by practical idealists 
in bringing refugee children to Eretz Yisrael and training 
them to take their part in its life. From the fime of the 
Second Youth Aliyah Conference in 1937, the number of 
Jewish boys and girls brought into Palestine has risen by 
4.515—from 1,660 to 6,175—at the end of October, 1939. 


The number of settlements and schools sheltering «them 
is seventy-cight. 


Seventy-Six Per Cent. in Agriculture 


A pictcrial graph shows clearly the types of work into 
which the 1,635 young people who have finished their two-- 
years training have gone. Of these, 76 per cent. are engaged 

er eight per cent. are artisans, and of the 
remaining 16 per cent. various proportions are absorbed in 
useful work of different kinds, only four and a half per 
cent. landing in the-country to join relatives, and one per 
cent. being undecided as to their future course.

WHAT IS THE MUFTI 
UP TO? 


Seeking a Deal With Britain 


GRAVE THREAT TO PEACE OF 
PALESTINE 


{From a Correspondent} 


There is every indication that Palestine will soon be 
more in the news in the British and Jewish Press. 
Interesting developments are expected affecting the 
relations between the British Government and the Arabs 
on the one hand and the British Government and the 
Jews on the other. An important change of attitude on 
the part of the Arabs to the British policy regarding 
Palestine as outlined in the White Paper may take a 
concrete form shortly. It will probably coincide with 
‘a stiffening of the Jewish resistance to official attempts 
to enforce the White Paper without waiting for the 
approval of the League’s Council and the House of 
Commons. 

1 am able to disclose that there is much more behind 
the recent movements of the ex-Mufti than just his 
desire for “a change of company as well as of physical 
environment” as suggested by the London journal 
GREAT BRITAIN AND THE EAST, 


Bid for Reconciliation ? 


Informed Arab and Jewish circles in London, who 
watch closely the events in the Middle East, have every 
reason to: believe that Haj Amin, the former Mufti of 
Jerusalem, is now making a bold bid for a reconciliation 
with the British Government and a return to Palestine. 
It is stated that as a result of negotiations recently con- 
ducted between Egyptian and Iragian statesmen on the 
one hand and the -dissolved Arab Higher Committee 
on the other the Mufti agreed in principle to 
stop the rebellion, to accept the proposals incorporated 
in the White Paper, and to give to the British Govern- 
ment a measure of co-operation. He is, however, 
anxious to receive assurances from the British Govern- 
ment that the provisions of the White Paper shall be 
most rigorously enforced, and that all Arabs who are 
either interned or are serving sentences in prisons shall 
be freed, as an expression of goodwill on the part of 
the Government. 

It will be remembered that only recently the Mufti 
made a declaration expressing loyalty to France and 
assuring the Government of Syria that he would do 
nothing to embarrass that Power. He, however, omitted 
in his declaration any reference to England, which.was 
considered to be of ominous significance. This ran 
rather contrary to the statements made by other Arab 
Statesmen and to the attitude which has been adopted by 
the Palestine Arabs. It seems that the Mufti was still 
reluctant to recognise the changes which have come 
about as a result of the war, and that he was anxiously 
awaiting the extension of hostilities to the Middle East, 
especially the entrance of Italy into the war 


A Warning 


It is understood that it was lately intimated to Haj 
Amin that every attempt to renew terrorist activities m 
Palestine would be ruthlessly suppressed. He was also 
reminded that the future not only of Palestine but of all 


the Middle East countries depended on the outcome of — 


the war, and that Arab interests were to a considerable 
degree linked up with the Allies. He was warned, 
especially by his Egyptian and Iraqian friends, not to 
make any difficulties for the British Government, and 
not to conflict with the line of policy accepted by the 
Arab States. 

At the same time, reports reached the Arab Higher 
Committee in Beirut which showed that the Arab 
population in Palestine was. so disheartened and 
impoverished that it was unable to continue the struggle 
even if the Committee decided to do so. Most of the 
Arab leaders, it was revealed, were anxious to restore 
peace and to save what is possible from the economic 
ruin brought about by the Mufti’s policy. In addition, 
fears were expressed by the Mufti’s supporters in 
Palestine that in the absence of any other representative 
body of Arab political opinion the British authorities 
would recognise and deal with the moderates, even 
though the actual members of the Nashashibi party 
might not be so numerous. 

To avoid, therefore, the complete collapse of his 
policy, and to maintain co-operation with the neigh- 
bouring Arab States, the Mufti decided to come to terms 
with the British Government. ‘ 

It seems that in order to be able to consult his friends, 
-and to conduct negotiations directly with British 
representatives, the Mufti decided to leave Beirut and 
to go to Baghdad. It is true that he has been officially 
warned to refrain from political intrigue and propa- 
ganda. But as soon as he reached Baghdad, he held 


a number of conferences with his supporters, who came 
specially to see him from Egypt and Saudi-Arabia, 
including the notorious Jemal Husseini. _He also had 
a long conversation with Fuad Hamza, the Saudi 
Minister to France, who stopped in Baghdad on his way 
to Paris. 

When the news of the Mufti’s flight from Beirut 
reached London it caused a great deal of uneasiness in 
British Government circles, who asked the Iraqian 
Government for an explanation. It was “ discovered ” 
that the Mufti’s intentions were “ peaceful,” and that 
he was trying to effect a reconciliation with the British 

overnment, going as far as accepting the British 
Government's proposals as set out in the MacDonald 
White Paper—a document which, of course, the Mufti 
and his Higher Committee had definitely rejected. 

The negotiations are not yet concluded. One of the 
difficulties in the way of a complete understanding is 
the Mufti’s demand that he be permitted to return to 
Palestine. If this were granted, it would be in complete 
contradiction of the assurances given by the British 
Government to the House of Commons that the Mufti 
has been banned from Palestine for ever. If, however, 
this ‘gentleman does return it will be a signal for the 
renewal, if not of disturbances and terror, at least of 
anti-British and anti-Jewish intrigue. 


British Government Still Suspicious 


Mr. Butler’s statement in the House of Commons that 
the Iragian Government had given an assurance that the 
Mufti would be prevented from conducting anti-British 
and anti-Jewish propaganda indicates the suspicion still 
harboured by the British Government regarding the 
Mufti. 

The negotiations in Baghdad have caused a great deal 
of anxiety in Zionist circles. Much as the Zionist 
Organisation and the Yishuv yearn for the resumption 
of peace and order in Palestine, they have every reason 
to fear that an understanding with the Mufti will result 
in a ruthless enforcement of the provisions of the White 
Paper, a document the policy of. which has been 
unanimously rejected by the .entire Zionist Movement. 


SIXTY NEW FARMS 


The Rassco (Rural and Suburban Settlement Association) 
has established sixtv farms for middle-class German Jews 
in a new settlement called Beth Isaac, near Nathania. 

Ihe settlement comprises . 2,000 dunams of Keren 
Kavemeth land, the settlers having obtained loans from a 
special fund of .£10,000, which was bequeathed by he 
prominent German Zionist, Isaac Fuerring, after whom the 
settlement is named.

amounted to £560,000, showing an increase of 39 per cent.

POPULATION INCREASE 
Arab Births far Exceed Jewish 
[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM]) 


With an increase during the second quarter of 1939 of 
8.446 persons (representing 8,033 excess births over deaths 
and 143 excess arrivals over departures), the de facto popula- 
tion of Palestine was estimated at June 3 to be 1,466,556 
including 66,000 nomad Beduin but excluding members o 
His Majesty's Forces, The number of registered mmmugrants 
in the second quarter was 2,992 

The net gain during the six months was 5,920 Mosicms, 
2.231 Jews, and 182 Christians. The settled population was 
thus distributed as follows:

THE LONDON GROUP 
A Disappointing Show 


One always expects a more stimulating and more inter- 
esting exhibition from the London Group than from any 
other society, but this year it is a very poor and disappoint- 
ing show. Probably the war has put most people's minds 
out of joint and they have sent in pictures not up to their 
usual standard. 

The two best pictures are by Bernard Meninsky, The 
“Nude” is a fine piece of lyric painting, solid and satisfy- 
ing. “Mary” is what a portrait should be, but so rarely 
is: a good likeness, and at the same time possessing a static 
impersonal quality that doesn’t allow the character of the 
sitter to jump out of the sey and swamp the painting. 
His landscape, “ Towards Nice,” is not = so successful. 

Next, I like John Cooper's “ Spring ndscape.” This 
is a remarkably co-ordinated picture, beautiful and dignified 
in both colour and design. I also much like the early 
Duncan Grant “Man Writing” and Thérése Lessore’s 
“Circus at Bath.” Noél Adeney’s “’Cello Player” has a 
stinging freshness of colour and, considering its complicated 
pattern, has an amazing placidity and rhythm of design. 

David Bomberg has a rather chaotic painting of the 
“ Hills and Plains of the Rhondda Valley "—I like better the 
“San Justo and Toledo Hills.” 

Hans Feibusch shows two large paintings. He is a 
brilliant decorator but has yet to master the technique of 
the easel picture in oils. 
are disappointing too. Here ts all his accustomed brilliance, 
but a certain journalistic quality in the conception of both 
the pictures devaluates them. 


Royal Institute of Oil Painters 


The ideal critic is, 1 suppose, like Habbakuk, capable of 
everything. He must-have a catholic taste and an interest 
in every conceivable type of exhibition. 


Personally, I find exhibitions, with over fifty pictures like . 


a meal with more than three courses, rather indigestible. 

However, | found more good pictures at the Royal 
Institute of Oil Painters than usual, and there is somethin 
here for all tastes. . 

Florence Engelbach shows a delightful sensibility in her 
flower-pieces, and Margaret Fisher Prout has an interesting 
colour sense, and paints her figures out of. doors with a real 
understanding of light and air. 

Adrian Hill has developed a rich yet restrained sense of 
colour, and his two old chess players, called “ September 3, 
1939,” has a sense of character as well. 

I like Leila Faithfull’s gay studies of young women, and 
Effie Spring-Smith’s “Artist's Agent” is an attempt at an 
extremely difficult subject that very nearly comes off. The 
character in the man’s face and pose is excellently por- 
trayed, but not quite enough selection is displayed where 
the background is concerned. av

Suspension of War Emergency Rule 


Bro. H. Hyams. the Grand President of the Order Achei 
Brith and Shield of Abraham. presided, on Sunday last, 
at a conference of London Lodge Committees held at 
Absa House. It was the most representative gathering 
assembied for many years. 

Bro. L. Courts, the Grand by in an important 
statement, announced that the Extcutive Council had 
decided to suspend the operation of the War Emergency 
Rule, and to pay funeral benefits in full, retrospectively 
and in future, until there were air raids causing fatality 
to their members. He reminded the mecting that when 
the Grand Lodge approved the emergency proposals, they 
were merely following the example of the Government in 
making preparations for unknown risks, which, but for 
such precautions, might have crippled the Order. In the 
light of existing conditions, the Executive Council had no 
hesitation in reverting to pre-war conditions, in the belicf 
that it. was in the best interests of the Order. 

In the subsequent discussion there was a ready acknow- 
ledgment that the temporary suspension of the emergency 
measures was fully justified. 

The Grand President closed the proceedings with an 
appeal to Lodge Officers to supplement the ellerte of the 
Executive Council by ensuring that the services of the Order 
should be continued with the utmost efficiency, that normal 
benefits should operate, and that the usual contact should 


continue between Officers and members so that the Order 
should successfully carry on during the trying period ahead. 

it is intended to hold the Annual Grand Lodge Meeting 
early in January. 


GRAND ORDER SONS OF JACOB 
The Convalescent Home 


Normal working, as far as conditions allow, is reported 
from the Convalescent Home of the Grand Order Sons of 
Jacob, “ Wyberlye,” Leylands Road, Burgess Hill, Sussex. 
Convalescent home benefit is extended to women who may 
need treatment there, but the Order also maintains there 
fifty refugee children, a feature which involves considerable 
responsibility. While appreciating the difficulty of 
approaching even regular supporters at this time, the Order 
appeals to its own members and the public to offer their 
support whenever possible. On the outbreak of war the 
income of the Home received a setback, but gradually there 
has been a steady upward increase towards recovery. 


“Wyberiye” Social Centre 

Meanwhile, “ Wyberlye ” is acting as a social centre for 
activities in Burgess Hill. During the High Festivals 
services were arranged, and since then services are held 
regularly every Saturday. On Sundays, the Jewish residents 
in Burgess Hill meet there, and among the matters receiving 
attention are the provision of Kasher meat for the local 
residents, Hebrew education for children, and social 
activities for the younger generation and the local 
community generally. 

The Order was approached immediately war broke out 
by the Women’s Voluntary Services Movement of the 
Cuckfield Rural District and invited to assist them in con- 
nection with ten Jewish families, consisting of ten women 


The help of the Order included the supplying of fifteen 
beds and fifteen mattresses.

BY AUNTIE 


NE of the immediate results of the out- 
break of war has been that many of 
us—I am not for the moment among 
them—have been transplanted from our 
usual dwelling-places to new abodes among 
strangers. For a long time past, also, many 
Strangers have come to live among us-— 
refugees from oppression abroad. Thus we 
are confronted by strangers on two fronts. 
We ‘have gone among strangers and 
Strangers have come among us. What 
should be our attitude and behaviour in 
each case? 


O 


GUESTS 


First let me say a word about those who 
have come among us as guests. The great 


majority deserve and should receive our iull _ 


sympathy, help, and encouragement. The 
Jewish attitude to the alien is not to heave 
half a brick at him but to be kind to him, 
because we might, any of us, but for the 
grace of God, be standing in his shoes. “ Ye 
shall show love to the stranger for ye were 
strangers in the land of Egypt.” There 
have been many Egypts since the Exodus. 


OTHER. WAYS. 


One of the first steps in showing love to 
the stranger is to try to understand him. 
He has been brought up in a different land 
with a different outlook from ours, different 
habits, and different ways. His whole 
mental make-up may be different except 
in so far as it is coloured by his Jewish- 
ness. We must make allowances for these 
differences and be tolerant of them. If 
there are German children among your 
schoolfellows do not avoid them just 
because they do not understand your 
games. They may be very lonely and look 
wistfully at you enjoying yourselves. Show 
them your English games, help them to 
acquire a knowledge of the language by 


taking the trouble to correct their mistakes. 


There are a hundred ways in which you 
can be helpful. Think how you would feel 
if you were suddenly dumped down in a

strange land, with no knowledge of the 
language or customs of the place, separated, 
perhaps, from your parents, with no oppor- 
tunity of communicating with your friends 
or relations.

But even more important at the moment, 
perhaps, is our attitude to the strangers 
amid whom we ourselves may be thrown, 
up and down the countryside. It is practi- 
cally certain that many of these people 
have never before been brought into inti- 
mate contact with Jews, and we therefore 
have a tremendous responsibility in secing 
that they gain the best possible opinion of 
us. We can correct prejudices and. sow 
the seeds of goodwill. Will you constantly 
bear this in mind? If by inconsiderate 
behaviour you should happen to irritate 
those with whom you may be staying, think 
how easy it would be for them to imagine 
that your conduct is typical of Jews, and 
sO yOu may give a bad name to all your 
people. On the other hand, if you are 
nicely behaved and thoughtful and helpful, 
how splendid it will be if your temporary 
hosts commend to others the “ nice Jewish 
children we have staying with us.” 


UNDERSTANDING 


A. very useful service will be rendered, 
also, if understanding can be spread by 
word of mouth. A lot of silly ideas con- 
cerning Jews and Judaism are commonly 
entertained. You will have opportunities 
of correcting these, if you go the right way 
about it. Make sure that you know your 
own ground. | wonder how many of those 
of you who have been evacuated have 
Jewish books with you. If you haven't, try 
to make good the deficiency without delay. 
A Jewish prayer-book and Bible and a 
history book should be a minimum. <A 
good book on Judaism, of which there are 
now several available, should also help. 
These will be useful not only to you your- 
selves but will serve as an armoury in any 
conversations you may have with non-Jews 
about your faith or your history. If you 
hit upon any difficult point, write to me 
about it and I shall do my best to help you. 
The great point is that you should regard 
yourself as a soldier in the army of 
enlightenment, in charge of a searchlight 
that will illumine the dark places in the 
minds of our fellow-citizens. It is a worthy 
role to fill.

JEWS AND THE WAR 


Mr. A. L. Easterman Addresses 
Old Boys’ Club 


[From our Correspondeni] . 


Mr. A. L. Easterman, of the Datty HERALD, addressed 
the members of the Old Boys’ Club, Mile End, last week. 

He complained that while much had already been heard 
about the war and peace aims of the Allies, not even the 
most intellectual papers had given a thought for the Jews. 
It was, he continued, the “ poor Poles,” the “ poor Czechs,” 
the “ poor Estonians,” but never a word about 5,000,000 
Jews who were sandwiched between the physically destruc- 
tive force of Hitler and the spiritually destructive force of 
Stalin. 
A Strange Friendship 


Commenting on the strangeness of the new friendship 
between Nazi Germany and Soviet Russia, Mr. Easterman 
asked: “ Is it that there ts a Jewish factor to be considered?” 
The “liquidation” in its varied forms of Trotsky, Kameneff, 
Litvinoy, and others over a period had been followed by a 
curious sympathy to Nazi Gemany. This incomprehensible 
identity of viewpoint between political extremes had 
manifested itself in Palestine, where, said the speaker, 
“there was 100 per cent. evidence that Communists had 
encouraged Arab Fascists, acting under the guise of 
Nationalists, against the Jews “' when Hitler [A voice: And 
Mussolini] was playing the same game. 


Problem of Jewish Refugees 


Referring to the “ Jews’ statwe quo of peril and persecu- 
tion,’ Mr, Easterman said that in his opinion all the plans 
for placing Jewish refugees in different parts of the world 
would come to nothing, but that even if it were possible 
that something were done in this direction it would carry 
with it all the evils of another dispersion. Jewish soldiers 
could shed their blood in defence of democracy, but because 
they were in the trenches of different countries they would 
always be the “ unknown soldiers,” only to have to face 
after the war the retort of “ What did the Jews do in the 
war?” 

Only if the Jews, not only as Jews but as democrats, 
declared now that these infamies must end—and made their 
demands their peace aims—would it be possible to over- 
come the uncertainties of toleration. They must state 
clearly that they wanted “Eretz Yisrael”; that that alone 
could give them the guarantee which was lacking while they 
remained in dispersion. This aim must carry with it the 
demand for increased and continuous immigration into 
Palestine, to enable them to: live there as a free and 
independent community. | 

A discussion followed. Mr. S. Jacobs, Hon. Secretary 
o! the Club, presided over a large audience. 


“OLD VICS” POOL RESOURCES 
A War-Time Measure 


Recently I suggested that it would be a good thing during 
the war for certain clubs in the same district to pool 
resources. A good example of this is provided by the Old 
Victorians, who have given up their premises in Heneage 
Street, Brick Lane, B., and are now occupying a portion of 
the Victoria Boys’ Club premises. Both clubs appear to have 
profited by the move. In the first instance, members of the 
“ Old Vics” have helped to fill the gaps made in the ranks 
of the Boys’ Club managers, caused by military and other 
forms of national service. Then their presence in the Club 
is helping it to tide over financial difficulties. 

Except for the fact that the “Old Vics” have absorbed the 
intermediate Section (nineteen to twenty-two) of the Boys’ 
Club, there is no overlapping. So adequate is the space 
allotted to the “ Old Vics” that their new home has, in my 
opinion, a distinct advantage over their old premises, which 
were never very suitable for a club. Instead of all being in 
one large room the different sections in the new club will 
allow of a greater number of activities being carried on at 
the same time. One thing for which the Boys’ Club can 
thank the “Old Vics” is the provision of an air-raid 
shelter, the material for which has been provided by Mr.

Future Activities

be confused with that of the Boys’ Club, will include soirees, 
lectures, debates, tournaments and competitions with non- 
Jewish: clubs, and the usual A.J.Y. activities. Young

Memorandum on War-time Functions 


[From a Correspondent) 


War-time conditions present literary and social societies 
with a number of problems, but the necessity of carrying 
on and adapting their activities to meet the changed 
situation is obvious, The main problems are: 


Depletion of membership owing to evacuation of families and 
members joining H.M. Forces; reduction of leisure time owin 
to A.R.P. and other duties of national need ; limitations impc 
oY black-out and other restrictions; and increasing difficulty in 
odtaining out-of-town lecturers and arranging inter-city visits, 
Owing to restricted travelling facilities. 

It is important that societies should retain their organisation 
so that the movement as a whole can be in a position te deal 
with fresh problems as they arise and be ready to adapt itscif 
immediately to peace-time conditions, when that situation arrives. 
It is also important to provide ample o portunities and facilities 
for members to meet in cheerful and friendly ‘environment and 
so help in keeping up the morale of the Community in these 


anxious times. | 
The Need for Co-operation 


Societies should co-operate with other organisations catering 
for similar age groups, by way of inter-meetings, joint lectures, . 
dramatic activities, etc...in order to economise im expense a 
effort, and simplify the arrangement of syllabuses. cretarics 
might find it useful in this connection to get into touch with the 
Workers’ Education Association (Secretary, Mr. Ernest Green, 
Holybrook House, 35, Castle Street, Reading), who will give 
them the address of the local branch. As far as possible, 
meetings should take place on Sunday afternoons, with only 
occasional evening dances or “ socials.” : 

It is essential that every precaution be taken at meetings to 
deal elfectively and on an organised basis with circumstances in 
the event of an air raid. Fully qualified A.R.P. Wardens should 
be in attendance and be responsible for all necessary arrange- 
ments for the safety of the audience. 

Sub-Committees should be elected to concentrate on findin 
ways and means to assist the national cause at home, e.g., social, 
religious, educational, and economic problems in connection 
with evacuated children: letters, cigarettes, and winter comforts 
for members on active service; and entertainment of men. on 
leave or in local barracks; Where possible, societies should 
keep a register of members serving in the Forces.

Sixpence a Visit 
[From our Correspondent] 


Closed for the first month of the war, the attendances 
at the “ socials’ and other functions of the Harmony Club 
have been sufficiently encouraging to justify the

far as the present circumstances permit.” 

The Club will be open only on Wednesday and Sunday 
evenings, and 6d. will be charged for each visit. As I 
understand the position, it means that there will no longer 
be anv club membership in the ordinary sense of the word, 
there no longer being any weekly membership subscription.

Mr. Charles Landstone’s New Comedy 


This new play of Mr. Landstone’s at the Richmond 
is a really very witty little comedy. Its theme is the 
kind of affaire de coeur that can only befall persons 
who have passed first youth and entered in their prime.

which drew large and 
appreciative audiences, the 
fine work accomplished 
meeting with warm recogni- 
tion at the hands of the music critics and occasional guest 
conductors of eminence. 

The concerts became a firmly-established institution in 
local musical life, and, furthermore, gave Liverpool a 
permanent orchestra with the advantages of a permanent 
conductor; and the services of the orchestra were enlisted 
by other organisations, both iocally and further afield. 

On the outbreak of war, the Liverpool Philharmonic 
Society decided to revise their arrangements and to hold a 
weekly, instead of the usual fortnightly, series of concerts 
and also to hold weekly Sunday afternoon concerts to give 
more continuous employment to musicians who might suffer 
through war conditions. 

The Society therefore set up what is termed the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra, which is the Merseyside Symphony 
Orchestra augmented from forty-five to some sixty players, 
and this orchestra plays at both Tuesday and Sunday 
concerts, During this period the Sunday evening concerts 
have been suspended. 

Mr. Louis Cohen has been invited to act as permanent 
conductor of the Sunday Philharmonic Concerts, and it is 
interesting to note that the Society has not had a permanent 
conductor since Sir Frederic Cowen held that office before 
the last war. 
wee Cohen has for several seasons held the office of 
beret Director to the Harrogate Corporation. The

HEBREW MUSIC 


When the Rev. M. Hertzberg lectured to the Judean 
Club at 35, Abbey Road, N.W., last Sunday, on “ Hebrew 
Music, Past and Present,” he sang many extracts from 
Hebrew melodies, and Mr. Leo Kopf helped illustrate the 
lecture at the piano.
